Captioned individual, a security informant W our 
Cleveland Office for nine years, was discontinued at her own request 
6-27-60 when she moved to Los Angeles, California, and said she 
no longer wished to continue her Communist Party (CP) activities. 

On 8-29-60, without prior notification to us, she wrote Art 
Linkletter, west coast master of ceremonies, stating, "I was a spy 
for the FBI in the CP underground in Cleveland. My superiors have 
given permission for me to make known my informant activities." 

She requested Linkletter to advise whether he could use her on 
television. 

This former informant was never given any permission as 
indicated above and los /ingeles has already advised ner of this 
fact and pointed out to her that she is acting contrary to her 
previous promise not to take any action along publicity lines without 
first consulting the Bureau. hnen she was discontinued she indicated 
she would like to perform a service by exposing CP efforts to con¬ 
vince Negro leaders that the Party is interested only in the welfare 
of the Negro people. She suggested publicizing the story of her 
activities in the CP in Negro magazines, providing such might be 
accomplished with the approval of the Bureau. We convinced her she 
could be of more benefit to her race and Americans as a whole by 
following certain disruptive techniques within the framework of our 
Counterintelligence Program. She agreed and since March, 1960, has 
been utilized in this i^u^^J^wever. since moving to Los Angeles 
from Cleveland, f ormer ^Hf^^has shown an increasing desire to 
publicly "clear" her nam^u^onnection with her former communist 
activities. This apparently motivated her dramatic move in addressing 
a letter to Art Linxietcer. 

In order to protect the 3ureau‘s interest, Los Angeles 
has recommended that Linkletter be contacted to determine whether or 
not he plans to accept her offer. Los Angeles also points out that 
more bengf^^muld be derived from a disruptive standpoint and that 
former^^^H^Bwould benefit more personally if she made public her 
previou^^iHnemDership in Cleveland rather than in Los Angeles.

While former H^HVhas generally been pliable to 
our guidance and instructions, it is increasingly apparent she 
is determined to seek publicity concerning her activities as an 
informant. She has stated she wants to "cleai" her name. It is not 
felt a television program would be suitable, particularly since 
informant has already rejected this idea herself. A series of 
carefully written articles in a magazine having wide circulation 
among Negroes, such as "Ebony," could have an over-all counter¬ 
intelligence effect. Moreover, to create greater impact, and in 
line with informant's wishes, any articles should clearly describe 
her as a former Bureau informant. Los Angeles suggests any 
articles be "ghost written" and it is noted Cleveland comments 
that it does not feel she is capable of writing for publication 
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herself. The Bureau should not prepare any articles for this 
former Informant but If "Ebony" or some other Negro publication 
Is Interested, a staff writer for such publication could easily 
handle this matter after interviews with her.

With your approval, J.t Is recommended that Crime 
Records determine from Its sources wnetner any publisher or— 
magahaving principal circulation among Negroes Is 
receptive to the possibility outlined above.

Former has Indicated In the past that she would 

like tc^perronn a service for the Negro people by exposing 
CP efforts to infiltrate churches and other organizations 
by having Communists "pose as angles of mercy" and as loyal 
citizens, thus leading Negroes to believe that Communists 
are only Interested in the welfare of the Negro people. 

Whereas she has found "absolutely" as much racial prejudice 
and "white chauvinism" in the CP as "there is in Mississippi", 
and that many Negroes who have been duped by the CP and 
who have become "tools" of the Party, need to have "their 
eyes opened". 

She has indicated that prejudice against Negro CP members 
has existed for years in the CP in Cleveland, and has 
been most evident at CP social affairs to which Negro 
Communists are not invited, although a Negro Communist 
representative would usually be present, 
having attended a CP front group meeting

Informant has also referred to the January, i 960 . Issue 
of "Mainstream" which contains an article by JEAN KRCHMAREK, 
entitled "The Battle for Olenvllle", which tends to support 
informant's allegation that "white" Communists who propagandize 
for Integration, move away from Integrated neighborhoods. 


Informant stated that the most flagrant exasqple of the 
Communist attitude toward the Negro people was characterized 
by a remark made by FRIEDA KATZ a Cleveland Smith Act defendant. 
In connection with the TILL case. KATZ is alleged to have 
stated, "Isn't It a shame, all these good things happening, 
and we got to go to trial". 


Informant also recalled that several years ago, the 
CP attempted to forcefully Integrate a "white" swimming pool. 
FRIEDA KATZ at that time urged Informant to stir up trouble by 
talking about the forceful Integration attempt on the part of 
the CP. 


Informant has also noted that It was obvious at CP 
meetings that even BERT WASHINGTON, (former Ohio CP Organizer 
for Negro Cadre, now deceased) had little *eal Influence In 
the Ohio CP, and followed the lead of the "white" CP functionaries. 

Informant recalled that about 2/59* BEN DAVIS visited 
Cleveland to make a ana^^^^^±iat she entertained DAVIS, 

BERT WASHINGTON and In her home. Informant knew 

BEN DAVIS, and his paWTO^fnrcTanta, Georgia, 40 years ago. 

DAVIS In 2/59, spoke against "white Ahauvinlsm" In the CP and 
admitted It existed. 

Informant has Indicated that the handling of CP funds 
is also a weakness of the Party, In that there is no proper 
accounting for Party funds, which are collected and used by CP 
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State functionaries as they please, whether the funds represent 
dues, sustaining funds or funds collected at CP social affairs.

In ClevelfflB^f^lfcember, 1947* because she believed at 
that time that the Party was the answer to racial discrimination.

(2) Paragraph 1 on page 1 should state that Mrs. Brown was "an FBI V/ 
undercover operator in the Communist Party and communist front groups" 
for eight years and ten months. (As the article now stands, Mrs. Brown is 
described as having been in the Communist Party for this entire period; 
whereas, after dropping out of the Party in 1948, shej iid n ot again enter 
the P arty's membership roll** im fcil 19 56. During the early 1950’s, however, 
she was quite active in the Civil Rights Congress and other communist fronts.) 

(3) In paragraph 1 and elsewhere on page 1, as well as throughout the article, 
Mrs. Brown is referred to as "an FBI undercover agent," "an agent," and 
"an FBI agent. " Since she was a confidential informant and not a regular 
Bureau employee, the terms "operator," "informant" and "confidential 
informant" should be used in place of "agent." 

(4) In paragraph 2 on page 1, the term "FBI informers" is used. "FBI 
informants" would be preferrable. 

(5) In the third paragraph on page 1, there is a reference to 

W. E. B. DuBois (the notorious communist sympathizer) which can be 
construed to mean that Mrs. Brown saw DuBois at regular Communist 
Party meetings. If Mrs. Brown cannot prove this to be a fact, she and 
Johnson Publications may be subject to a libel suit. 

(6) In paragraph 4 on page 1, there is a reference to Mrs. Brown's 
receiving Christmas cards from former associates in the Communist 
Party. Christmas, of course, means nothing to a true communist— 
and it is felt the expression "non-religious Christmas cards" would be 
more accurate. 


(7) In paragraph 4 on page 1, there is a reference to Mrs. Brown's 
"double-dealing." This is an objectionable term and should be deleted. 

(8) At the bottom of page 1, Mrs. Brown is quoted as saying, "I was 

going just about nuts." This should be deleted. ' 
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» 




(9) On pages 2 and 3, Mrs. Brown is somewhat inconsistent. First, she 
states that there are not more than 100 "dyed-in-the-wool" Negro members 
of the Communist Party—and/ at the same time, that the Party is directing 
heavy infiltration efforts by communists at Negro groups. It is not felt that 
Mrs. Brown was in a position in the Communist Party which would enable 
her to make authoritative statements concerning the national composition 
of the Communist Party. Instead of mentioning a specific number such as 
100, it would be more accurate for her to say that in the Party today there 
are relatively few "dyed-in-the-wool" Negro communists.

(10) At the middle of page 3, Mrs. Brown cites the example of a young 
member of the Communist Party whan the Party sent to school to become 
a minister.

Mrs. Brown 
may have heard such tniir about "revolutions" from one or more isolated 
Party members, but it is not a general Party policy to permit "wild talk 
about revolutions" at its regular meetings. In this case, it is felt the 
phrase, "wild talk about revolutions, " could be replaced by such an 
‘expression as "strong criticism of the U. S. Government and its leaders. 
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(14) On page 6, Mrs. Brown states that her FBI code name was X. G. N. " 
Actually, her code name was*C. G. End. ” 

(15) On page 8, Mrs. Brown states, 'Tm 100 per cent with the NAACP 
and I think they are doing a wonderful job and so does the FBI. They are 
aware that the NAACP is legal and is working in the American way for 
first-class citizenship for all Americans. " This puts Mrs. Brown in the 
position of speaking for the FBI.

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Housewife bares Communist plot to infiltrate civil rights organizations and Negro churched 


F OR eight years and ten months, Julia Clarice Brown, a former Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio, housewife, was an FBI "informant" in the Communist 
Party and Communist front groups. 

The personable woman, who is now living in retirement on the West 
Coast, penetrated Communist circles in the early 50's, rose to the posi¬ 
tion of treasurer of her section and survived, at great danger to herself, 
attempts by party toughs to weed out FBI undercover workers. 

During this period, Mrs. Brown provided valuable information to the 
government on the Communist Party and its efforts to infiltrate the 
NAACP, other civil rights organizations and Negro churches. She 
slipped Communist documents to the FBI and wrote regular reports 
on Communist-inspired meetings which were attended, she says, by 
singer Paul Robeson and other Negroes. 

Mrs. Brown carried off her masquerade with such aplomb that 
Communist colleagues offered to give her a party when she gave up 
the work last June and moved to the West Coast. And she received 
Christmas cards from some of her former associates as late as last 
Decembei. For the Ohio Communist Party, this exclusive article will 
confirm for the first time what was suspected but never proven: Com¬ 
rade Julia was, indeed, an FBI agent. For the former Comrade Julia, 
tins article marks the end of a long nightmare of pretending and in¬ 
trigue When the 55-year-old woman turned in her final repor t last 
April she was on the verge of mental and physical collapse.

Fighting with her back against the wall, feigning indignation and 
injured innocence, Mrs. Brown outtalked her accusers and the matter 
was dropped. A few months later, she left the party and went to the 
West Coast to live. 

“I hate what I left," she says, "I was very glad to get away from it. I 
am so relieved. I have to adjust myself and find new friends and even 
learn how to act among these people. The almost nine years took every¬ 
thing away. 1 forgot the fine things 1 was used to doing and thinking. 
Being in the Communist Party drags you down and degrades you. 
When I left, I couldn't think good. I was crabby and cross. I seemed 
to have had to do it the hard way. One thing that helped to make it 
hard for me is that my education was limited. I didn't go to college. 1 
only went through high school." 

Mrs. Brown, who was born in Atlantia, Ceorgia, and migrated to the 
North when she was 17, refuses to say how much money she was paid 
by the FBI. She says simply that the FBI paid her expenses. And she 
insists that she would do it again if it were necessary. 

“Some people," she concludes, “will look down on me, but as for 
myself, I will, as I always have, hold my head high and be very proud 
and grateful that I had the privilege to serve my country as any loyal 
American should do. And if I am ever asked or see any reason to serve 
on my own again, I will proudly do so."

If and when there are future stuations of this nature, i. e., the House 
Committee being advised that we do not want subpoenas issued, or that testimony be 
deleted and certain names not brought out, I plan to ask Tavenner or Chairman Walter 
for their answer in writing with respect to commitments of this nature. While this 
will not prevent irresponsibility and inefficiency on the part of the Committee, at the 
same time, being committed in writing should definitely make a better impression upon 
their actions. If the above irresponsibility, as on the part of the Committee, had been 
done with malicious Intent, then I would certainly recommend that we cease our liaison 
relationship with the Committee. However, the Committee's action stems from 
inefficiency and irresponsibility and, therefore, no such recommendation is being made 
We, of course, constantly check the Committee's files in applicant cases and more 
important we are able to protect ourselves to a considerable extent by having a necessaj 
liaison relationship, despite the obvious sometimes inefficiency of the Committee.

'The time has .cone for us Negro women of these United 
States to personally address this government for absolute, 
Immediate, and unconditional redress of grievances. We die 
of poverty, loneliness, drudgery, and disease. We have watched 
our husbands and fathers burned, quartered, hanged, and electro 

cuted by hooded and unhooded mobs. We have seen our brothers

beaten, shot, and stampeded to death by police, and when our 
greatest fighter for civil rights dares to challenge the in¬ 
justice, he is cursed, reviled, and indicted by the highest 
legislative body in the land. We have seen our sons rotting 
in prisons. We have seen them poured into foreign war6 in 
defense of this government, which denies them equality on 
the battle field and at home, and when the greatest mind we 
have produced dares speak out for peace, he is handcuffed 
and indicted as a foreign agent.

1 think you will agree that this appears to be tbe typl 
Communist front "pence" petition — and "peace" will be in 
quotes — which is circulated at front meetings and elsewhere 
with the obviouB purpose of paralyzing our will to resist 
Communist aggression. This petition was circulated in 1852 
in tbe course of the Korean War. 

I might add that today we aru afflicted with tbe same 
Communist "peace" appeals, while Communist aggression continu 
in Laos, South Viet Nam, Berlin, and other global points. 

I would like to askyou whether you can identify that 
petition.

Mr. Chairman, I might note for the record 
that Benjamin S. Caruthers was identified as a member of the 
Communist Party in hearings before this committee by Matthew 
8vetlk and Hampel Golden. Ur. Golden testified as late as 
March 10th, 1939, and he identified Ben Caruthers 06 a member 
of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Pittsburgh 
in 1946 and as being among the Communists controlling the 
Civil Rights Congress in that area. 

It may be of interest that Ben Caruthers was the Communisl 
Party oandldate for Lieutenant Governor of Pennsylvania in 
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^ 1938 » *® d Co»uoi*t Party candidate for State Treasurer of 
Pennsylvania la 1940. 

Am a natter of fact, I think that will conclude our 
references to Mr. Carutbera. 

I understand that the Sojourners for Truth and Justice 
was dissolved by the Communist Party in the year 1953. Can 
you tell us about the circumstances of that dissolution? 

Mrs. Brown. Yes. The Sojourners for Truth and Justice 
was a Negro organization, a Negro women’s organization, and 

they tried to keep it that way, and the white women Communists 
die not wont it thnt way. 

I had a call to New York City. I was sent to New York 
City by Elsie Zazrivy at one time, and met Louise Potterson, 
And I didn’t know at the time that the white women wanted to 
break up the Sojourners for Truth and Justice. And Louise 
Patterson told me that they did, and she wanted a>e to go with 
her to several of the Communist meetings in New York City to 
explain to the women that we wanted a Negro women’s organiza¬ 
tion, the same as the white women had. 

And they seemed to feel that the Negro women were not 
toeing the Coramuni3t line, and they didn’t want it that way.

On the 
weekend of August 16, 1958, 83 national delegates assembled 
in Hew York City for a Communist conference. 

That is the language used and that is what it was 
called by the POC leaders, a Communist conference. 

Mr. Scherer. What was that date, did you eay? 

Mr. Hittle. That, Mr. Scherer, was August 16, and 17, 
1958. The official newspaper of this dissident group, 
called Vanguard, in September 1958, reported on the major 
developments at thia meeting.

It is an old tactic which is utilized during periods or in 
countries when tbs Communist Party is either illegal or un¬ 
popular, because under such circumstances the Party would not 
wery likely receive such support if it were openly to bid 
for cooperation from non-Communist groups or individuals. 

How, did you receive any particular orders with respect 
to executing a progran of infiltration subsequent to the 1959 
action st the National Convention of the Communist Party?

Enclosed for the Bureau are page6 10-13 from the 
September 1962 issue of "Sepia", Negro magazine published 
at Fort Worth, Texas, and distributed nationally. As the 
Bureau is aware, one Negro fugitive is published each 
month in "Bronze Thrills", a Negro publication of the same 
concern. 

The article in question is captioned "Communist 
For The FBI" and concerns JULIA BROWN and her undercover 
activities, presumably in Cleveland. 
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In Cleveland for nine years, 
Mrs. Julia Brown lived the 
double life of a Communist 
and an undercover agent 
for the FBI. Here is 
her unusual story

I N CLEVELAND for nine yean, Mrs. Julia Brows 
lived the double life of a comruuiust and as un¬ 
dercover agent for the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion (FBI)- A pleasant woman, Southern bom, with 
a high school education. Mrs Brown inadvertent¬ 
ly came into contact with the Communists shortly 
after she moved into a new Cleveland neighborhood 
in 1947 and was invited to attend “civil rights" meet¬ 
ings. During the Christmas season, she accepted 
membership in the group sponsoring these meetings, 
not knowing that it was a Communist-front “They 
gave me a card and I put it into my purse," Mrs. 
Brown recalls T later found that I was not only a 
member of the ‘civil rights' group but a member of 
the Communist Party, too This frightened me. I 
was still so uninformed Mv conscience told me I 
was doing something wrong I talked it over with 
my husband. Somebody on his job tried to get him 
to join." 

After seven months, Mrs. Brown broke away from 
the Communist Party and went directly to the FBI. 

In 1951 The TBt“asked — — , »i.„ ^ 

Cleveland as an undercover agent She agreed, serv¬ 
ing for nine years with honor, quickly discovering 
that: “A communist is a communist, no matter what 
his race might happen to be Hes just as dangerous, 
too" In 1960, Mrs Brown's health was affected by 
the terrible strain of her double role in life The 
FBI agTeed to release her from the assignment She 
moved to Los Angeles, where she now lives with her 
husband, trucking-contractor James Curlec Brown 
and her “protector," a six-year-old German Shepherd 
dog named "King" In Los Angeles, Mrs Brown 
awaited a call to testify before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities During these hearings. 
Mrs. Brown identified more than 100 Communists — 
but less than a fourth of them were Negroes. 

Included among them, however, were the brother 
and sister-in-law of one of America’s leading Negro 
public servants. "1 did not accuse this top public 
servant as a Communist. I have no intentions of 
trying to injure his reputation. His sister-in-law told 
me, when we were in the Communist Party together, 
that this top public servant had broken off his 
relationship with his brother because of his Com¬ 
munist affiliation." U. S. Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy has given this Negro official a clean bill 
of health. Mrs. Brown has suffered considerable per¬ 
secution from Negroes because of her role as a Com¬ 
munist spy for the FBI, which was disclosed in 
national news stories not long ago. "So many of my 
people seem to be angry with me because I have 
exposed my people along writh others," Mrs Brown 
says. "Some seem to think that just because I’m col¬ 
ored. I shouldn't have exposed our people, too."

BACKGROUND: 




By air tel of 8-17-62, SAC, Dallas, forwarded pages from the September, 
1962, issue of "Sepia," a Negro magazine published at Fort Worth, Texas, and distri¬ 
buted nationally, which contains a story about the above-captioned individual entitled 
"Communist For The FBI." The narrative, which comprised approximately one quarter 
of the article, the rest being photographs, depicted Mrs. Brown's association with the 
communist movement and her role as an FBI informant, flt also dealt with her recent 
testimony before the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) where she 
identified more than 100 communists which included the brother and sister-in-law "of 
one of Ame^ca'Htleading public servants," not identified. She stated she had not 
accused thl^tbp public servant as being a communist and had no intentions of trying to 
injure his deputation. According to Mrs. Brown, the sister-in-law of this individual r 
when they were in the Party together, had stated to Mrs. Brown that the top public 
servant had Woken off his relationship with his brother because of his communist affilia¬ 
tion^ It was also revealed in the "Sepia" article that U. S. Attorney General Kennedy 
had given this Negro official a clean bill of health. In addition to relating the pressure 
she has received from other members of her race about exposing communists who are 
Negroes, she stated that the aims of the Communist Party and those of the Black Muslim 
movement are apparently similar in many respects. She stated she was surprised to 
learn that the Black Muslims, purportedly a religious organization, would be following 
the line of an atheistic ideology. The narrative part of the article ended with the

The "Washington Evening Star" of 6-5-62, carried an item dealing with Mrs.

JOSEPH POEEE 

Mr. Nittle. Would you please state your name for the record 1 

Mrs. Taylor. Pauline Taylor. 

, Mr. Nittlx. I note that you are represented by counsel. 

Will counsel please identify himself for the record? 

Mr. Fores. Joseph Forer. 

Mr. Nittle. Where were you born, Mrs. Taylor! 

Mrs. Tatloe. In the United States. 

Mr. Scherer. Where in the United States! 

Mrs. Tatloe. In the State of Alabama. 

Mr. Scherer. In what city! 

Mrs. Tailor. Well, it is a village; Lockhart 
* Mr. Scherer. Lockhart,Alabama? 

Mrs. Taylor. It is not Lockhart any more. 

Mr. Nittle. Mrs. Taylor, you appeared before this committee on a 
previous occasion, November 27,1956; is that correct? 
i (Witnessconferred with counsel.) 

Mrs. Tatloe. What was the question ? 

Mr. Nittle. Will you read it, Mr. Reporter! 

(The question referred to was read by the reporter.) 

Mrs. Taylor. I can’t be sure of the date. I believe the year was 
1956. 

The Chairman. Did we find out what your present address is? 

What isyour present address? 

Mrs. Taylor. Mine? 313 Chicago Avenue. 

The Chairman. In Chicago ? 

Mrs. Taylor. No, Chicago Avenue. 

Mr. Nittle. In Youngstown, Ohio? 

Mrs. Taylor. That is right. 

Mr. Nittle. Are you presently active in the Communist Party in 
the Youngstown area? 

Mrs. Taylor. I refuse to answer that question, because it is not 
pertinent; and also on the rights of my protection under the first 
amendment and my privilege under the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Nittle. Mrs. Taylor, I was talking about your prior appear¬ 
ance before this committee in November 1956. At that time, you 
were questioned by Mr. Arens, who asked you this question: “Mrs. 

Taylor, are you a member of the Communist Party ?” 

Your reply was: “I am not, Mr. Chairman.” 

When you Btated at that time that you were not a member of the 
Communist Party in response to that question, were you telling tlie 
truth? 

Mrs. Taylor. Mr. Chairman, I refuse to answer the question, under 
the protection that I have already asked for under the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Nittle. I put it to you as a fact, Mrs. Taylor, that at the time 
you responded to that inquiry you were a member of the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Forer. No question has been asked. 

Mr. Nittle. Do you affirm or deny that fact! 

(Counsel conferred with witness.) 

Mrs. Taylor. Mr. Chairman, I refuse to answer on the same 
grounds, on my protection under the first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Nittle. Mr. Arens also asked you: “Have you ever taken or¬ 
ders from the Communist Party?”; to which you replied, “I have 
not.” 

Were you telling the truth at that time ? 

Mrs. Taylor. Mr. Chairman, I refuse to answer the question under 
the protection of the first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Nittle. You were a sworn witness when you testified that you 
had not taken orders from the Communist Party, were you not? 

Mrs. Taylor. I refuse to answer your question under the same 
protection.. 
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Mr. Nimt Mr. Arens also asked, while you were a witness under 
oath: “Did you ever hear of a Communist who was not actually a 
member of the party, but was under party discipline bo he could be 
used by the party and not be easily exposed t Did you ever hear of 
that technique!”; to which you replied: “Mr. Chairman, I decline to 
answer that question under the protection of the fifth amendment.” 

In view of your refusal to answer that question at that time, would 
you be willing to answer that question now, if I put it to you ? 

(Witness conferred with counsel) 

Mrs. Tatlob. No. 

Mr. Nittle. You would not be willing to answer the question! 

Mr. Forzb. She answered that question. 

The Chairman. She answered. 

Mr. Nittle. Have you, Mrs. Taylor, received instructions from the 
Communist Party, or persons known to you to be members of the 
Communist Party, to infiltrate any church in the Cleveland or Youngs¬ 
town area! 

Mrs. Taylob. I refuse to answer that question on the previous 
grounds. 

Mr. Nittle. Did you, in the course of the latter part, of last year, 
have occasion to speak at a women’s meeting before a church group, 
at which time you stated you had received a communication from a 
woman in South Vietnam asking for your help to work for the re¬ 
moval of our troops from that place; and you further told this group 
that although you did not have the communication, you were told that 
dogs were being set upon tied civilians and that women were having 
reptiles injected into their reproductive organs, and that this was 
what our troops were doing, that is, Unitea States troops, in South 
Vietnam? : 

Did you or did you not make that or a similar statement before a 
women's group in a church meeting? 

Mrs. Taylor. I refuse to answer the question on the same grounds. 

Mr. Nittle. Did you further state that this conduct was sanctioned 
by U.S. Army officials, and that the actions of the American Armed 
Forces overseas were disgraceful ? And did you add that your son 
had been in the Army and nad knowledge of this? 

I ask you to affirm or deny that account. 

Mrs. Taylob. I refuse to answer on the same grounds previously 
stated. 

Mr. Nittle. Mrs. Taylor, at the time the United States was associ¬ 
ated with Soviet Russia in World War II, were you at that time very 
active inpromoting the defense effort of the United States? 

Mrs. Taylob. I refuse to answer that question on the previous 
stated grounds. 

Mr. Nittle. Did you not at that time work, as you have said in one 
of your pamphlets, with the United States Employment Service, to 
cut down absenteeism, and were you not, to use your words, “visit¬ 
ing homes to find out what caused workers to take time off vita] war 
work in steel and putting up a fight to change bad conditions”? 

Mrs. Taylob. Are you asking the question? 

Mr. Nittle. Yes. 

Mrs. Taylob. I refuse to answer on the grounds previously stated. 

Mr. Nittle. I show you a pamphlet, identified as Taylor Exhibit 
No. 1, titled “Peace Is Possible,” wnich is described on page 12 thereof 
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as a report from Pauline Taylor, issued “as a public service” by the 
Progressive Party of Ohio, 5108 Euclid Avenue, Cleveland, Ohio. 

Will you examine that pamphlet, please i 

Now I want to ask you, Mrs. Taylor: Do you recognize it! 

Mrs. Taylor. I object to the question as not being pertinent. 

Mr. Nittle. Will you tell us who wrote that pamphlet for you f 

Mr. Forth. What was that question? 

(Witness conferred with counsel.) 

Mrs. Taylor. Mr. Chairman, that is a loaded question. I didn’t 
say that I wrote it or that anybody wrote it for me. 

The Chairman. Did you write it? 

(Counsel conferred with witness.) 

Mrs. Taylor. Mr. Chairman, I object, because the question is not 
pertinent. 

The Chairman. Now, I direct you to answer the question whether 
or not you wrote that pamphlet 

Mr. Forer. There is no explanation of the pertinency, Mr. Chair¬ 
man. 

The Chairman. No. We know why we want the question answered. 

(Counsel conferred with witness.) 

Mrs. Taylor. Mr. Chairman, I refuse, on the grounds previously 
stated under the first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Nittle. You refused to answer that question? 

Mr. Forer. Yes, she did. 

Mr. Nittle. On what basis did you refuse? 

Mrs. Taylor. On the grounds of my rights under the first amend¬ 
ment and my privilege under the fifth. 

Mr. Nittle. Was that pamphlet written for you or delivered to 
you by persons known to De Communists? 

Mrs. Taylor. What are you talking about? 

Mr. Nittle. The pamphlet entitled “Peace Is Possible,” to which 
we were referring. 

Mrs. Taylor. I refuse to answer, on the grounds of the first and 
fifth amendment, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Nittle. The address which that exhibit bears is 5103 Euclid 
Avenue. Was that the office of the One World Book Shop, operated 
by Frida and Morris Kreitner? 

Mrs. Taylor. Mr. Chairman, I refuse to answer the question on the 
previous stated grounds. 

Mr. Nittle. Was that pamphlet in fact circulated from that book¬ 
shop? 

Mrs. Taylor. I refuse to answer the question on the previous stated 
grounds. 

(Document marked “Taylor Exhibit No. 1” and retained in commit¬ 
tee files.) 

Mr. Nittle. Did you know Frida Kreitner as a member of the 
Communist Party? 

Mrs. Taylor. I refuse to answer the question on the previous stated 
grounds. 

Mr. Nittle. Did you know Morris Kreitner as a member of the 
Communist Party? 

Mrs. Taylor. I refuse to answer the question on the previous stated 
grounds. 
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Mr. Nittle. I show you Taylor Exhibit No. 2, a booklet titled “We 
Pledge Peace,” A Friendship Book, published by the American Rus¬ 
sian Institute, Inc., 101 Poet Street^ San Francisco 8, California. 

Did you make a contribution to this booklet! 

Mrs. Taylor. What is the question f 

Mr. Nittle. I point out to you page 62 of this booklet on which 
appears an article titled “If Our People Knew The Truth”—“Pauline 
Taylor, •peace leader , church worker. Youngstown, Ohio.” 

Did you write that article for that booklet I 

(Counsel conferred with witness.) 

Mrs. Taylor. I object to the question, because it isn’t pertinent, Mr. 
Chairman. 

The Chairman. You are directed to answer the question. 

Mrs. Tatlor. Mr. Chairman, I refuse to answer the question, on 
the grounds that it is not pertinent, and under the privilege of the 
first and fifth amendments, as previously stated. 

(Document marked “Taylor Exhibit No. 2” and retained in com¬ 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Nittle. If I may, Mr. Chairman, I would like to read a por¬ 
tion of that article from page 62 of Exhibit 2, which appears under 
the byline of Mrs. Taylor: 

In November 1950, as chairman of the Ohio Women for Peace, I went as a 
delegate from Ohio to the Second World Peace Congress In Warsaw. After the 
Congress, 19 of ns from the United States were Invited by the Soviet Peace 
Committee to visit their country for two weeks. 

In Russia I found great concentration of tbe people on peaceful work. Though 
there was concern over the war danger, the flames and bloodshed of actual 
war seemed remote In these countries. Everyone was building, working, farm¬ 
ing and they seemed very much like us. They showed us great housing projects, 
schools and Irrigation canals, subways, and forests being planted, and they said 
"If we planned to start a war, do you think we would be spending billions of 
rubles and millions of tons of scarce steel and concrete on these projects, which 
will take years to finish, and have little or no military value?” 

I ask, Mrs. Taylor: Who wrote that article for you ? 

Mrs. Tatlor. Mr. Chairman, that is a loaded and an insulting 
question. 

Mr. Nittle. Let me put it this way: Did you write that article? 

Mrs. Tatlor. Mr. Chairman, my objection is because the question 
is not pertinent. 

The Chairman. Answer the question. 

Mrs. Tatlor. And the grounds of the right under the first amend¬ 
ment and my privilege under the fifth amendment. 

The Chairman. Did you go to Europe as a delegate to some sort 
of a meeting? 

Mrs. Tatlor. I refuse to answer the question on the previously 
stated grounds. 

The Chairman. Do you really feel that if you were held to answer 
the question as to whether or not you had taken a trip abroad, you 
might be prosecuted criminally? 

(Witness conferred with counsel.) 

Mrs. Tatlor. It is possible.

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The Chairman. Rave you ever been national committeewoman, and 
Ohio State secretary, of the Progressive Party! 

Mrs. Tatlor. I refuse to answer the question on the previously 
stated grounds. 

The Chairman. On the grounds that you might be prosecuted; is 
that it! 

Mrs. Tatlor. The first amendment- which are my rights, and the 
fifth amendment, which is my privilege. And the question is not 
pertinent. 

Mr. Nmut Can you tell us of your own knowledge whether that 
item was written by a person known to you to be a representative of 
a foreign power? 

Mrs. Taylor. What item are you speaking of, Mr. Chairman ? 

Mr. Nettle. The article which appears in the booklet I mentioned, 
“We Pledge Peace.” 

Mrs. Tatlor. I refuse to answer the question, because it is not per¬ 
tinent, and under my rights in the first amendment and the privilege 
of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Nittle. I did not ask that auestion without point, Mrs. Taylor. 

Did you arrange for the attendance of certain Communists of the 
Cleveland area at the Polish Embassy in Washington? 

Mrs. Tatlor. I refuse to answer the question, on the previously 
stated grounds. 

Mr. Nittle. Did you not in fact appear at a banquet at the Polish 
Embassy? 

Mrs. Tatlor. I refuse to answer the question on the previously 
stated grounds. 

Mr. Nittle. And was not Julia Brown in attendance at that ban¬ 
quet with you ? 

Mrs. Tatlor. I refuse to answer the question on the previously 
stated grounds. 

Mr. Nittle. Did the Communist Party of the Cleveland area pay 
your expenses to attend that banquet? 

Mrs. Tatlor. I refuse to answer the question on the previously 
stated grounds. 

Mr. Nittle. Mr. Chairman, I ask leave to insert in the record the 
citation of the American Russian Institute of San Francisco, the pub¬ 
lisher of Taylor Exhibit No. 2 to which we have been referring. It 
was cited by Attorney General Tom Clark as a Communist organiza¬ 
tion.* 

I have no further questions of this witness, Mr. Chairman.

SUPPORT BOTH OF THESE GROUPS. WE RAN OURSELVES RAOGED ATTENDING MEETINGS

STAMPED IN THEIR PASSPORTS, THOUGH AT EACH CITY VISITEO THEIR PASSPORTS WERE 
TAKEN UP BY CUSTOMS OFFICERS OF THE VARIOUS COUNTRIES. 

The delegates had been net at Paris by representatives op the CGT (French 
General Confederation op Labor), said by Wallace to be a Communist-controlleo 

TRADE UNION. WALLACE STATEO THAT HE HAO BEEN INFORMED BEFORE LEAVING THE 

States that Communists would provide escorts in France. Taken to the Hotel 
London, the group spent two days in sightseeing. They were not shown any 

INDUSTRIES AT ALL. THE GUIDED TOUR DID INCLUDE A TRIP THROUOH THE PARIS SLUMS, 
SO THAT THE FRENCH UNIONISTS MIGHT SHOW THEIR AMERICAN FRIENDS HOW DEPLORABLE 
WERE THE CONDITIONS OP THE FRENCH WORKER. THE CGT PAID ALL EXPENSES FOR THE 
DELEGATION, INCLUDING THE TRIP TO PRAGUE. 

In that Czechoslovakian city Wallace said he was personally contacted by

one George Wheeler, a man who claimed to nave deem formerly with the U. S. 

State department, but who nao bone behind the Iron Curtain to work for the 
Czech government. Wheeler, bo Wallace tebtifieo, ranted against tne State 
Department, Senator Joseph McCarthy, and alleceo bad treatment in the U. $. A. 

Wallace quoted Esther Goldberg as baying that all expenses in Prague, 
and thereafter, were paid by the Soviet Union. Continuing their journey,

GOING ON TO MOSCOW. ARRIVING IN THE SOVIET CAPITOL ON 2 $ APRIL 1951 , THEY

Soviet government. Their tine—*but not their freedom of movcment-*was pretty 
much their own until May Day, when they were given passes to a special box 

QUITE CLOSE TO STALIN, AS HE REVIEWED THE HUGE PARADE IN RED SQUARE. WALLACE 
SAID THE CROUP WAS PUBLICIZED AS A DELEGATION REPRESENTING THE AMERICAN TRADE 

Union. Trust Moscow not to miss out on a chance like that to hake the Soviet 

PEOPLE THINK ALL AMERICAN UNIONS WERE ON THEIR BIDE. 

During the balance of their stay, the members of the delegation were 

TAKEN TO FACTORIES, PLANTS, REST HONES, CONCERT HALLS AND THE OPERA; BUT 
ALWAYS BY SPECIAL GUIDES. NEVER WERE THEY ALLOWED TO ROAM AT WILL. WALLACE 
SAID HE PROTESTEO VEHEMENTLY ABOUT THIS RESTRICTION ANO ASKED CITHER GOLDBERG 
TO CALL A CAUCUS TO DISCUSS THE SITUATION. THIS SHE OIO, BUT THE OECISION 
WAS MADE TO ABIOE BY THE SOVIET RULES. THE VERY NEXT DAY, ACCORDING TO 
WALLACE, HE WAS CALLED ASIDE BY THE TOP RUSSIAN GUIDE AND TOLD TO STOP BEING 
A DISSENTER. WALLACE, THE NAN SAID, SHOULD BE THE LEADER OF THE DELEGATION 
AND REPORT TO HIM ON WHAT THE OTHER MEMBERS, BOTH COMMUNIST AND NON-CONNUNIST, 
WERE THINKING AND SAYING. THE RUSSIAN ALSO SAI 0 THAT WALLACE WOULO BE HENCE* 
FORTH RECEIVING PROPAGANDA INFORMATION AT MIS HOME IN THE STATES, SENT DIRECTLY 
TO HIM FROM THE U. S. S. R. 
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The delegation had caucused to get tne line that members would tare in 
naking speeches while in Moscow. It was decided all should say the things the 
Soviets wanted to hear. Wallace said that, in a speech before the All Central 
Council or Trade Unions, conpriseo or stewaros and officers of the various 
UNION SHOPS in the U. S. S. R., he accordingly attacked the government of the 
United States and citeo discrimination practiceo against Negroes in America, 
Wallace further stated that he refused to accept pay for making talks over 

Moscow RADIO, BUT THAT THE OTHERS RCCCIVEO **00 RUBLES EfCH FOR EVERY BROAD¬ 
CAST THEY HADE. 

All members of the delegation were given written speeches to present to 
AUDIENCES AFTER RETURNING TO THE UNITED STATES. THESE CAREFULLY WORDED TALKS 
WERE EVIDENTLY PREPARED BY THE STAFF OF THE SOVIET NEWS AGENCY, TASS.

HERE SEEMED LIKE A SACRILEGE, A BLASPHEMY. 

Somehow, I managed to stick it out until tmc hateful stint was at an 


END. CACK WE CLAMBERED INTO OUR BUS AND MEADE0 fOR CLEVELAND. CAN YOU 
BELIEVE THAT THERE ARE TYPED WHO WILL DO THAT SORT Of TNI NO AND NEED COMIMQ 
BACK TOR MOREt NOTHIHQ CAN CONVINCE ME THEY ARE, IN ANY WAY, NORMAL HUNAN

The defense Committee was makino frequent appeals for physical and financial 

SUPPORT. 

On 6 October, I drove my car to an appointed rendezvous with other 
Party stalwarts, who were to journey with me to Akron, Ohio. A hearing was 

IN PROGRESS in THAT CITY, AND OUR MISSION WAS TO CREATE A DISTURBANCE BY 
JEERING, BOOING AND LAUGH I NO DISDAINFULLY AT MOMENTS WE DEEMED APPROPRIATE 
TO OUR PURPOSE. I WAITED QUITE A LONO TINE, DUT NONE OF TNE OTHERS MADE AN 



appearance. This was extremely odd; surely, all op them would mot m late. 
Finally, oh the chance that there had been some misunderstanoino as to time 
and place or meetino, I oecided to drive over to the home or Frieda ano 
David Katz. 

A real surprise awaited me, which quite explained the failure or THE 
other Commies to keep the appointment. Both Frieda and David had seen 

ARRESTED TOR VIOLATION OP THE SMITH ACT, AND WERE EVEN THEN LANQUISHINQ IN 
DURANCE VILE.' To THOSE WHO HAD BEEN OANCINQ TO FRIEDATUNE, THIS WAS 
TRAUMATIC. OuR PEERLESS, FEARLESS LEADER WAS IN THE POKEY* WELL, WE MUST

AT THE HEARING ROOM IN THAT CITY, WE SAT IN NEAR-SILENCE. WHETHER THE 
COMRADES HAD BEEN FRIGHTENED OR MERELY STUMMED BY THE ARRESTS,’ THEY WERE IN 
NO MOOD FOR ANY BOOINQ OR JEERINQ, WHICH PLEASED ME HIGHLY. PARTICIPATION 
IN SUCH ACTIVITY WAS ESSENTIAL TO MAINTAINING NY COVER BUT, NATURALLY, I 
NEVER RELISHED IT. I WAS GLAD WHEN WE WERE ABLE TO START BACK TO CLEVELAND. 

The pall continued to hang over my companions. The return trip was most 

DESULTORY. 

Reaching Cleveland again, we were able to get the full picture on all 

THAT HAD HAPPENED THAT DAY, NOT ONLY IM OUR CITY BUT ELSEWHERE. A TOTAL OF

THE EFFECT THAT, AT THE TIME Of HIS APPREHENSION, GREENFIELD WAS CARRYING 
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TWO BOOKS ONE OF WHICH, BY M. E* CHASER, WAS TITLED, "DON’T GET CAUGHT,” 

AND THE OTHER, BY J. M. WALSH, "TlRE To KILL.” WREN TAREK INTO CUSTODY, 

E. C. Greenfield was a write-in candidate for oovernor of the State of Ohio 

AND HAD SERVED AS SECRETARY OF THE CIVIL RIGHTS COHOREBS IN CLEVELAND. 

Robert Alfreo Cahfbell was beino held on a warrant issued in Cleveland, 
WITH BAIL SET AT $25,000.00. THE OCFARTHENT OF JUSTICE ALLEGED CAHFBELL NAD 
BEEN ACTIVE IN THE CP SINCE HIS GRADUATION FROH BROOKLYN EVENING HlOH SCHOOL, 
AND THAT HE HAD BEEN ENFLOYED BY THE NEW YORK STATE CONNITTKE OF THE CP. 

Further allegations were that* he had been chairhan of the Negro Committee 
of the New York unit of the CP; after servino ( 19 ^ 2 -19H6) in tne U. S. Arny 
Medical Corps, he had become an official of the Harlem branch of the CPj 
in October 19 ^ 8 , Campbell had been hired by the State Board of the CP in .

It is noted for the record that there is a quorum of the committee. 

This hearing was authorized by committee action taken on the 
26th day of April 1961. The resolution is part of the committee 
minutes. 

The primary function of the Committee on Un-American Activi¬ 
ties is to recommend to Congress legislation which will assist in 
protecting this country from Communist subversion. Communist 
efforts to undermine the United States are carried out by both foreign 
and domestic agents—in educational and religious activity, in tne 
fields of science and culture, in political campaigns and elections, 
in labor-management relations, in diplomacy, trade, race relations— 
in every conceivable field. 

The World Communist Movement and its United States arm have 
developed certain fundamental principles of subversion which are 
almost unalterable. For the most part, the strategies based on these 
principles and devised by these conspirators in the past are still 
being used today, just as they were 6, 10, 20, and 30 years ago. 

From time to time, however, even the party’s, more or lees, basic 
strategy is somewhat altered. Moreover, within the conspiracy there 
is a constant, unending assessment and reassessment of long-and- 
short-range goals and of the effectiveness of the tactics being utilized 
to achieve them. 

There is also continuing development of new tactics designed to 
speed and improve Communist undermining activity and to offset 
the legislative, administrative, and other steps taken by the Con¬ 
gress, the executive branch, and the American people to preserve 
their liberty. 

s«7»o—«a—at l—a Wi 
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Last November, the committee held hearings which revealed the 
structure, organization, and leadership of the Communist Party, its 
subservience to the Soviet Communist rarty, and the basic principles 
on which it operates. The hearings proved, by the words oi Commu- 
. nists themsel ves, that the Communist Party is the tool and agent of a 
foreign power, the Soviet Union, and that it is fundamentally totali¬ 
tarian, undemocratic, and un-American in nature. 

Since shortly after the death of Stalin in 1953, renewed emphasis has 
been placed on united-front tactics by the Soviet leaders of world 
communism. Numerous communications stressing the importance of 
this tactic, which proved so successful during the thirties in winning 
non-Communist support for Communist objectives, have been directed 
to all Communist parties from the Kremlin. 

A unanimous statement by 81 of the world’s Communist parties, 
which met in Moscow November-December 1960, declared that “the 
broadest possible united front” was “essential” to the victory of world 
communism. United States Communist Party leader Gus Hall im¬ 
mediately echoed this line in a major address to the National Commit¬ 
tee of the Communist Party on January 20,1961. 

In these hearings the committee will seek to ascertain the conspira¬ 
torial techniques and propaganda devices used in implementing 
“united-front* and other Communist Party directives within the 
United States. It will also endeavor to obtain knowledge of the struc¬ 
ture, objectives, and activities of the Communist Party in the Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio, area. The legislative purposes are adequately set forth 
in the committee resolution:

1. Communist conspiratorial techniques and propaganda used In Imple¬ 
menting Communist Party directives within the United States, with special 
reference to the so-called United Popular Front tactics of the Communist 
Party, the legislative purpose being to determine the need for amendment 
of the Internal Security Act of 1650, so as to make Its provisions applicable 
to persons engaged in such activities; and 

2. The structure, objectives and activities of the Communist Party in the 
Cleveland, Ohio, area, for the legislative purpose of obtaining necessary 
Information designed to aid the Committee and Congress In determining 
whether the Internal Security Act of 1650 should be amended in a manner 
to make unlawful membership in the Communist Party of the United States. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that any subcommittee appointed pursuant 
to this resolution be authorised to hear any other matter within the jurisdiction 
of the Committee.

Before starting I would like to state that this committee was origi¬ 
nally supposed to convene some time ago and there was a change in 
date. A telegram was sent to the witnesses. This committee did not 
release the names of any of the witnesses under subpena and is now 
investigating the manner in which the names became public. There 
has been a great deal of agitation in Ohio because this information 
has been obtained and published, but for the benefit of those people 
who are hitting upon tnis unfortunate leak as a means of attacking 
the committee, I would like to say that this is certainly adding a lot 
of comfort to those people who are not interested in preserving our 
form of government.

TESTIMONY OF NEIL E. WETTERMAN 

Mr. Nittle. Would you state your name for the record, please? 

Mr. Wetterman. Neil E. Wetterman. 

Mr. Nittle. And what is your occupation? 

Mr. Wetterman. I am an investigator with the Committee on Un- 
American Activities. : 

Mr. Nittle. And you have been employed in that capacity for what 
period of time? 

Mr, Wetterman. Since December 5,1960. 

Mr. Nittle. You were in the Caucus Room on Monday, June 4, 
1962, at which time a person named William Henry Cooper was called 
to testify ? 

Mr. Wetterman. That is correct. 

Mr. Nittle. Did you have occasion to identify him prior to his ap¬ 
pearance in the Caucus Room on that day ? 

Mr. Wetterman. Yes. We had testimony from Mrs. Julia Brown, 
and also statements to me personally from Mr. Cooper during a trip to 
Cleveland, the week of April 2,1962. 

Mr. Nittle. Prior to April 2, 1962, did you know William Henry 
Cooper ? 

Mr. Wetterman. No, I did not. 

Mr. Nittle. Will you tell us when you first met him and what were 
the circumstances? 

Mr. Wetterman. It was during the week of April 2,1962. I was in 
Cleveland, Ohio, on routine business for the committee and had de¬ 
cided to call on the William Cooper family, basing the call on infor¬ 
mation that Mr. Cooper might possibly be a cooperative witness for 
the committee. That afternoon I spoke with Mrs. Cooper and ques¬ 
tioned her with regard to Communist activities in the Cleveland area, 

Mr. Nittle. Was her husband at home ? 

Mr. Wetterman. No, he was not at home. He was at work during 
the day. Mrs. Cooper stated that she had been a member of the 
Progressive Party. On further questioning with regard to Commu¬ 
nist Party activities, she appeared father hazy and sort of reluctant 
to make any comments. I returned later that evening when Mr. 
Cooper was home and asked him similar questions of nis party ac¬ 
tivities, which he initially denied. On the presentation of various 
evidence and following with questions on pertinent points of activity 
he had been engaged in, he finally admitted that he had been a mem¬ 
ber of the Communist Party from 1944 until the mid-1950’s. 





Mr. Kittle. When you sav he “finally admitted” Communist Party 
membership, will you state for the record what the conversation was 
as accurately as you can state it f 

Mr. Wetterman. Well, I had a number of confidential reports of 
Mr. Cooper’s activities, and I informed him the committee had re¬ 
ceived testimony that he had been a member of the Communist Party. 
Upon presenting him with that information he finally admitted that 
he became a member in 1944, had a party membership card in the late 
forties, and that he had gotten out of the party around 1955 or 1956 at 
the time of the Smith Act trials in Cleveland. I also asked Mr. 
Cooper at that time if he had knowledge of Joe Hill and Albert Young 
and if he had been active in Young’B political campaign. He stated 
that he had never heard of them before. 

Upon his admission of party membership, he did state that Frieda 
Katz had come to his home in the middle fifties when he was attempt¬ 
ing to get out of the party and had told him that he should remain in 
the party because it was an organization fighting for the civil rights 
of Negroes and it was important he remain a member. He stated to 
me that he began to realize he was being used by the Communist Party 
and that it was not for the civil rights of the Negro people and, hence, 
his gradual disassociation. I tola Mr. Cooper that it might be neces¬ 
sary for him to come to Washington ana so testify and he finally 
agreed to do so, though rather reluctantly. 

My next contact with Mr. Cooper was on May 7,1962, when I called 
at the Cooper residence, again in the afternoon, and Mr. Cooper was 
not there. I talked to some extent with Mrs. Cooper in a general way, 
and it so happened that her daughter, Winnie Cruise, was there. I 
asked Mrs. Cooper if I could talk with Winnie Cruise and would she 
leave us alone. I asked Winnie Cruise how long it had been since she 
left the Communist Party. She said that she bad left the party in 
the latter forties or early fifties; she didn’t recall. 

Mr. J oh ansen. That is she herself, the daughter ? 

Mr. Wetterman. She, Winnie Cruise, the daughter. I asked her 
if it was not a fact that she attended a Communist Party school in New 
York City and she said yes, she had, but it had been so long ago she 
didn’t have too much recollection. She said that she had been quite 
ill of health and, as a result, was never a functionary of the party. 
Those are her exact words. She stated that the party only wanted peo¬ 
ple who were healthy and could work day and night for the cause and, 
therefore, she was not accepted as a functionary of the party and grad¬ 
ually withdrew from it. , 

I returned that evening, and Mr. Cooper was there. I told him that 
we would like to have him in Washington to testify and all that was 
necessary for him to do was to tell the complete truth the way he had 
told it to me. He agreed to do so and then he volunteered the infor¬ 
mation to me that he had campaigned for Joe Hill and Albert Young. 
I said to him, “Well, Mr. Cooper, the last time I was at your home you 
denied that you even knew them, and he said, “Oh, yes. I campaigned 
for them,” and he also told me that he knew them to oe members of 
the Communist Party. He stated he knew Dave Katz, Frieda Katz, 
the Krchmareks, ana other lesser leaders of the Communist Party 
and that he would cooperate with our committee in giving 6uch infor¬ 
mation. I told Mr. Cooper I would arrange for his transportation and 
would meet him at the airport on Sunday, June 3. Arrangements were 
made. I was at the airport on June 3. He did not arrive on the flight 
as scheduled. 

Checking with the airlines I discovered he had canceled his reserva¬ 
tion and arrived on a 9:30 flight the day prior. I did not see Mr. 
Cooper until he entered the hearing room on Monday, June 4. 

Mr. Nittle. Did you make an effort to determine his presence or the 
reason why he had not appeared f 

Mr. Wetterman. Yes. I called a number of hotels, taking a chance 
of locating him. I was unable to do so, bo I phoned him on a person- 
to-person basis in Cleveland. I got the answer that he was in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 

Mr. Nittle. To whom did you speak? 

Mr. Wetterman. The operator was speaking with Mrs. Cooper, and 
this is a conversation I heard. She said he was in Washington, D.C., 
and since we were not able to get a definite address from her I asked 
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to apeak with Mr». Cooper. I said to Mra. Cooper, “What has hap¬ 
pened? I did not meet Mr. Cooper at the plane.” 

She said, “Oh, he was very anxious not to be late and he decided to 
come up one day earlier and he was going to get in touch with you 
the minute he got in Washington.” Of course, I never did hear from 
Mr. Cooper at any time on Saturday or any time Sunday. 

Mr. Nittle. When was the first time you saw or heard from him? 

Mr. Wetterman. You mean after my meeting with him on May 7 ? 

Mr. Nittle. Yes. 

Mr. Wetterman. Well, the first time following that date, I saw 
him when he entered the hearing room on Monday morning, June 4, 
in company with his attorney. 

Mr. Johansen. In other words, the third time you saw him there¬ 
after was when he entered the hearing room in the company of 
counsel? 

Mr. Wetterman. That is correct. 

Mr. Nittle. To the committee ? 

Mr. Wetterman. That is correct. I would just like to add this on 
the record. I came to know the Cooper family pretty well and, based 
on the conversations with Mr. Cooper and ms attitude with regard 
to the subject at hand, I had every confidence in the world that Mr. 
Cooper was going to be a cooperative witness, and certainly nothing 
could have changed that other than fear or intimidation. 1 still feel 
that Mr. Cooper i6 going to reconsider and that he will come before 
this committee at some later date and be willing to cooperate. I 
have that confidence in him. 

Mr. Schadeberq. Is it your opinion that Mr. Cooper was contacted 
by some one up in Cleveland, or after he got to Washington ? 

Mr. Wetterman. It is my definite opinion that Mr. Cooper was 
contacted by some member of the Communist Party following the 
appearance of his name in the Cleveland Press. We ltnow for a fact 
that another party whose name appeared in the newspaper article 
was contacted by Dave and Frieda Katz and urged to appear with 
counsel. 

Mr. Johan6en. And would you feel that his arrival in Washington 
ahead of the time that he had scheduled with you was the result of 
that contact! 

Mr. Wetterman. I would certainly think so because Mr. Cooper 
would never have arranged that day-early arrival on his own. I am 
quite sure of that 

Mr. Schadeberg. You feel that there was some matter of threat? 

Mr. Wetterman. I think there was either fear or intimidation. 

Mr. Nittle. Did you have any discussions with Mr. Cooper relating 
to his financial ability to appear here as a witness when you talked to 
him? 

Mr. Wetterman. Yes, I did. I asked him if he had sufficient money 
until such time as he would be reimbursed. He said no, that he had 
very little money, and I asked him if he could raise about $20, which 
would cover him for his hotel one night and meals, and I would see 
that he had his transportation in advance. Of course, when he came 
a night earlier that meant a couple of nights here, and I don’t know 
how he financed it unless he was given money from another source. 
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Mr. Doyle. Mr. Speiser stated, did he not, that he wee there for 
the American Civil Liberties Union! 

Mr. Wetterman. Yes. 

Mr. Doyle. Arid did not Mr. Scherer ask if he had any offices other 
than the office he related, the .American Civil Liberties Union, and 
didn’t Speiser answer no I 

Mr. Kittle. That is in the record, Mr. Doyle. 

Mr. Doyle. Is it not a fact that these other witnesses from Cleve¬ 
land, with certain exceptions all had attorneys from the American 
Civil Liberties Union. 

Mr. Wetterman. That is correct. 

Mr. Doyle. So that they made the arrangement either at Cleveland 
or in 6ome way so that the Civil Liberties Union office in Washington 
provided volunteer attorneys for all these other Cleveland witnesses 
excepting, I think, those represented bv Mr. Forer, the attorney for 
the Communist Party. Is that not true ? 

Mr. McNamara. Mr. Forer was counsel for a good many of them. 
I have forgotten the exact count now. 

Mr. Doyle. Have you any other questions, Counsel, or committee 
members! 

Mr. Johansen. Mr. Wetterman, am I correct in the impression 
that the problem which was encountered with respect to Mr. Cooper 
gives validity to the feeling that the work of this committee is im¬ 
peded when, as was evidently the situation in this case, there is a 
leak and disclosure of the identity of witnesses who have been or are 
to be subpenaed before the committee? 

Mr. Wetterjian. That is most definitely a true statement. With¬ 
out a doubt the leaking of the names to the press by someone outside 
the committee prevented us from having a witness to corroborate the 
testimony of Mrs. Julia Brown. The loss of this witness, I would 
say, did irrevocable damage to this particular investigation. 

Mr. Johansen. And yet these disclosures have been twisted and 
distorted by witnesses before the committee and cast in the light of 
being an effort on the part of this committee to injure and violate the 
rights of the subpenaed witnesses! Isn’t it true that the exact oppo¬ 
site is true, that tne work of the committee itself is hampered and that 
it would be self-defeating for this sort of thing to be engineered or 
planned by the committee! 

Mr. Doyle. It also was apparently a deliberate interference with 
the procedure of the committee. 

Mr. Wetterman. Such a leak would benefit the Communist Party, 
because they can contact these witnesses in advance and use the fact of 
the names being released as a propaganda move against the committee. 

Mr. Schadebero. Is there some prospect that if any of the Commu¬ 
nist group had received a subpena he would report back naturally 
and contact all of their membership or the contacts they have and ash 
them? 

Mr. Wetterman. I would think that all of the members of the 
party who did not intend to come up and cooperate with the com¬ 
mittee would, in one way or another, get in touch with one another 
following the release of names, but with respect to any cooperative 
witness, it would be the last move that person would make. 
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Mr. Schadeberjo. The party may not know who is going to be co¬ 
operative or not. 

Mr. Bruce. They find out about it. 

Mr. Wetter man. They find out in a hurry. 

Mr. Johansen. Did not Mr. Frank Wilkinson, in an interview that 
was recorded and included in the Houbc document on the film “Opera¬ 
tion Abolition,” make a statement that one of his assigned duties was 
to contact persons who were being subpenoed by the committee f 

Mr. Wetterman. That is correct, and Frank Wilkinson was also 
in Cleveland, Ohio; on May 18 for that very purpose and held a meet¬ 
ing with individuals who were subpenaed. 

Mr. Johansen. And also I might say, according to the information’ 
that came to me, he appeared for an interview on a television station in 
Cleveland because the newsman for that station called me and asked 
me to comment on Mr. Wilkinson’s statement. 

Mr. Bruce. I was also called for a comment. 

Mr. Johansen. Which I might say I declined to do. 

(At this point Mr. Bruce left the hearing room.) 

Mr. Doyle. I think the evidence here today clearly shows the perti¬ 
nence and propriety of Mr. Walter, as chairman of our committee, hav¬ 
ing promptly sent to the Attorney General of the United States a letter 
asking their immediate and full investigation and prosecution, if 
the person or persons who made the leak were ascertained, on the 
grounds that it clearly is an interference and tampering with the wit¬ 
ness under subpena from this committee and a definite hindrance to 
our committee functioning, as stated by the witness today. Any other 
questions? 

Mr. Nittle. No, sir. . 1 

Mr. Doyle. If not, the committee will stand in adjournment. 

(Whereupon, at 3:20 p.m., Thursday, June 7, 1962, the committee 
was recessed subject to call of the Chair.)

* I received a letter from Rev. Dr. Willis E. Elliott, Secretary, De¬ 
partment of Evangelism, Board for Homeland Ministries, United 
Church of Christ. He lives in Cleveland. 

This letter has been given wide circulation. It is a scurrilous attack 
on the Committee on Un-American Activties. One does not expect 
this kind of a letter from one of the lowest persons in our society, 
much less a minister of the Gospel. It rather nauseates and disgusts 
me that some member of the clergy and some others like him in the 
Cleveland area use their clerical robes to give weight to their unfair 
and false charges. 

Of course, they feel free to engage in this type of billingsgate, 
because they realize that a man in public office is severely handicapped 
and hesitant to criticize or denounce a member of the clergy in reply. 

In his letter, Dr. Elliott prates about his being committed to the 
truth. Yet there is no truth in his letter. 

What do we find in the first paragraph of the letter, which he uses 
as nn excuse for his attack on the committee and its work ? Here is 
what Dr. Elliott says in the first paragraph of his letter to me under 
date of May 24: 

Violation of your own rule that the names not be made public prior to tbe 
bearing date, tbe Identity of tbe eubpoena-reclplenta baa been given most excel¬ 
lent publicity (by your design or by Irresponsible management of your staff). 

Let me state without reservation that I know as a matter of fact 
that no member of this committee, its staff, or any of its employees, 
directly or indirectly, leaked the names of the witnesses subpenaed 
for these hearings to the press. As the chairman of this committee 
stated at the opening of these hearings this morning, he has asked the 
Attorney General to investigate the matter, to prosecute those respon¬ 
sible for illegally giving out this information. 

Dr. Elliott wrote a Tetter to Chairman Walter, similar to the one 
he wrote to me. Mr. Walter on June 1 wired him as follows: 

Our Investigation discloses that no member of this committee or its staff had 
anything to do, directly or Indirectly, with the publication in Cleveland, Ohio, 
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of the names of witnesses snbpenaed by this committee I call upon yon to 
advise me whether or not yon have any Information aa to how the press obtained 
the names, aa our Investigation of the mattter Is continuing. 

Listen carefully to Dr. Elliott’s reply in his telegram under date 
of June 3 to Chairman Walter: 

Tonr telegram just reached me. The earliest public reference was In the May 
11th and 12tb Cleveland Prett Robert Crater articles. I regret that I have no 
other names to give yon nor do I have any other Information about this leak, 
but I respectfully thank you for your Inquiry. 

It is obvious that Dr. Elliott made the charge against the committee 
without any basis in fact whatsoever. He read the names of the wit¬ 
nesses in the newspapers. He then went about smearing the commit¬ 
tee, charging it had violated its own rules by design or irresponsible 
management, and had given the names to the press. 

He and others in tne Cleveland area used this false charge as 
nn excuse for an all-out attack on the committee and its members. 
They preached sermons and wrote letters. Their attacks were aired 
on radio and television. 

Joining Dr. Elliott in these false charges are the American Civil 
Liberties Union and the Americans for Democratic Action. Of course, 
you can expect this, because over the years they have been 6oft on com¬ 
munism. The ACLU has appeared in case after case, in hearing 
after hearing, in support of Communists and Communist causes. Over 
the years they have Kept up an unremitting attack on the anti-Com- 
munist organizations in this country. 

It is passing strange that Dr. Elliott and his cohorts remained 
strangely silent when the names of witnesses called before any of 
the oilier investigating committees of the Congress appear in the press 
before the hearings. I refer particularly to the witnesses called in 
the rackets investigations. 

These people have also remained strangely silent when the press 
carries tire names of witnesses called before grand juries, even though 
grand jury hearings under the law are secret. 

Dr. Elliott, the ADA, the ACLU, and their like, don’t seem to care 
about the civil rights of these people. Why is it they constantly go 
overboard for the dedicated Communists whose goal is the overthrow 
of this Government f , (V 

That is all, Mr. Chairman.

EQUIPPED TO THINK FOR THEMSELVES, ARC CLAY IN THE NANO# OF THE WILY COMRADES. 

Susceptible to brainwashing, they arc easily fashionco into zon#ie*like 

CREATURES, UNQUESTI0NIN6LY SERVILE TO THEIR COMMUNIST MASTERS* 

TO FURTHER QUESTIONS AS TO; WHETHER HE KNEW FRIEDA KATZ WAS A MEMBER OF 
THE CP WHILE HE WAS A FELLOW-OFF ICER WITH HER OF THE OHIO BILL OF RIGHTS CON¬ 
FERENCE; HIS ABILITY TO FUNCTION AS CHAIRMAN OF THE OBRCj MIS OWN MEMBERSHIP 
IN THE CP; HIS PARTICIPATION IN ACTIVITIES OF THE POC IN OR THEREAFTER, 

Wells sought the refuge of the Amendments. He also refused to say that any¬ 
thing 1 HAD SAID ABOUT HIM IN NY TESTIMONY WAS UNTRUE. EXIT, JANES VeLLS.

After a demonstration such as that, it is only too apparent that some¬ 
thing MUST BE DONE TO GIVE GREATER 5C0PE ANO POWERS TO CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES 
AND OTHER LEGALLY CONSTITUTED AGENCIES WORKING TO MAINTAIN THAT DEGREE OF 
SECURITY ESSENTIAL TO OUR NATIONAL SAFETY ANO WELL-BEING AB A FREE PEOPLE. 

Let no one interpret that as meaning that I advocate any lessening in any 

DEGREE OF THE RIGHTS ANO PRIVILEGES GUARANTEED TO OUR LOYAL CITIZENRY SY OUR 

Constitution. I ah as opposed to a police state as anyone could possibly be. 
But investigative agencies shoulo not be hampered in ant way in determining 

THE TRUTH AS IT AFFECTS SUBVERSION, BE IT INTERNAL OR EXTERNAL. IT IS NY 
CONSIDERED OPINION THAT A SYPTEM WHICH PERMITS SUBVERSIVES TO USE THA CONSTI¬ 
TUTION AS A SHIELD FOR THEIR NEFARIOUS ACTIVITIES MAKES A MOCKERY OF THAT 
NOBLE DOCUMENT AND IS NAIVE TO THE POINT OF FOOLHARDINESS. 

After James Wells was excused, t was again called to testify and was at 

THE WITNESS TABLE THROUGH THE BALANCE OF THE AFTERNOON. THIS PORTION OF MY 


TESTIMONY IS RECORDED ON QUITE A NUMBER Of RAQCS Of THE RERORT Of THE HEARINGS, 
BUT I SHALL TRY TO CONOEHSE IT fOR YOU. 

Mr. Nittle began by asking questions concerning the organisation and 
STRUCTURE Of THE CP IN CLEVELAND. I WAS MUCH INTERESTED IN HIS LEAD*IN 
OUTLINE or THE MAKEUP, PROGRAMS AND POLICIES Of THE COMMUNIST INTERNATIONAL. 

He SAID, "THE EVIDENCE indicates that the party tooay persists as it was 
ORIGINALLY CONCEIVED BY LENIN, AND SLAVISHLY OPERATES UPON THE PRINCIPLES 
LAID DOWN BY HIM. LENIN POINTED OUT THAT THE PARTY WAS NOT A PARTY Of REfORM. 
HE CONFIRMED THAT IT WAS NOT A DEMOCRATIC PARTY, BUT A REVOLUTIONARY ORGANI¬ 
ZATION, ORGANIZED FOR REBELLION AND AGITATION AND MUST THEREFORE BE, AND NOW 
I quote Lenin: 

***A SMALL, COMPACT CORE, CONSISTING Of EXPERIENCED AND HARDENED 

WORKERS, WITH RESPONSIBLE AOENTS IN THE PRINCIPAL DISTRICTS AND 

» 

CONNECTED BY ALL THE RULES OF STRICT SECRECY***, 

"He (Lenin) further stated that it must consist of people Who 'will 

DEVOTE TO THE REVOLUTION NOT ONLY THEIR SPARC EVENINGS BUT THE WHOLE Of THEIR 
LIVES,' AND MUST CONSIST CHIEFLY OF PERSONS CNQAOEO IN REVOLUTIONARY ACTIVITIES 
AS A PROFESSION. 

"This kind of a party, he declared, must sc organized 'from yhe top , 1 a 

'STRICTLY CENTRALIZED,' CHAIN-Or-COMNAND TYPE OF ORGANIZATION, AND DISCIPLINED 
LIKE AN ARMY." 

That described Communism, as I knew it even at our local level, to an 
absolute ”T.* Everything I had been taught or had learned about tne CP 

CORRESPONDED EXACTLY TO THE WAY IT HAD BEEN LAID DOWN BY LENIN. THE EVIL 
BRAINS IN THE KREMLIN HAD EXERTED THEIR WILL IN OUR NATION, OUR STATES AND 
OUR CITIES. YOU HAVE TO BE ACTUALLY A COMMUNIST, AND THEN COMPLETELY DIVORCED 
FROM THE IDEOLOGY, TO APPRECIATE FULLY HOW TRUE THIS IS. 
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It was stateo r or the record that, as treasurer or the rive Communist 

CLUBS IR THE NORTHEAST SCCTfOR (a PARTY, NOT A MUNICIPAL 6C0QRAPNIC dcsiq- 

nation}, I had seen Section Treasurer. Additionally, I had also seen 

TREASURER OF THE LOCAL BRANCHES OF SOJOURN FOR TRUTH AND JUSTICE, THE 

National Negro Labor Council and of the Defense Committee for Mrs. Myrtle 
Dennis. Counsel asked if Jean Krchmarek had taken over as section treasurer 

WHEN t LEFT CLEVELAND IN 1^60, IN AODITION TO CONTINUING HER DUTIES AS 
SECTION CHAIRMAN. 

The leaders or the five clubs in the Northeast Section would gather 

WITH THE SECTION LEADER FOR MEET IN6S, I TESTIFIED, ANO BOTH CLUB AND SECTION 
MEETINGS WERE SECRET GATHERINGS WHICH NO ONE ELSE MIGHT ATTEND. BUSINESS OF 
THESE MEETINGS CONCERNED OPERATION OF THE CLUBS, DISTRIBUTION OF LEAFLETS, 

PLANS FOR SOCIALS AND OTHER FUND-RAISING PROJECTS, TARGETS TOR INFILTRATION 

* 

AND METHODS OF INFILTRATION. 

This line of questioning also developed the chain-of-commano from 
National Headquarters or the CP; down to the Ohio District, Anthony Krchmarek, 
chairman; then to our section leader, wife Jean Krchmarek; and thence to the 
leaders of the individual clubs. That was the flow of information and direc¬ 
tion; FROM THE TOP, DOWN AND FROM THE BOTTOM, UP. 

AT THIS POINT IN MY AFFIRMATION, CONGRESSMAN DOYLE QUOTED FROM THE 
Supreme Court decision in Communist Party of the United States . Petitioner jr. 
Subversive Activities Control Board (367 U. S. I), decided June 5, l<?6|, which 
had sustained the 19 ^ findings or Congress in enacting the Communist Control 
Act (68 Stat. 775), as set forth in the second section, to viti 

"The Congress hereby finds ano declares that the Communist 
Party or the United States, although purportedly a political 
party, is in fact an instrumentality or a conspiracy to overthrow 


the Government or the United States... he policies and programs 
or the Communist Party are secretly prescribed tor it sy tnc 
r ore i on leaders or the world Communist movement.••0]ts role as 
THE agency or A hostile foreion power renders its existence a 
clear present ano continuing danger to the security or THE 
United States ...* 

That language, born or long and searching deliberation on the part or 

THe DULY ELECTED MEMBERS Or OUR CONGRESS, IS CONVINCING ENOUGH FOR ANY LOYAL, 
NORMALLY INTELLIGENT AMERICAN CITIZEN TO BELIEVE ANO ADOPT AS A MEASURE Or 
THE TRUE CHARACTER OF THE CPUSA ANO THE TYPE OF PEOPLE WHO FORM ITS MEMBERSHIP 
AND THOSE OTHERS WHO SYMPATHIZE WITH ITS AIMS, INTENTIONS ANO ACTIONS. THERE 
CAN eE NO MIDDLE GROUND HERE; YOU ARE CITHER "FOR 'EM* OR "AGIN 'EM,” WILL 

FIGHT THEM OR FONDLE THEM. THE MIDDLE-OF-THE-ROADER IS LIKE A MAN WALKING 

► 

A HIGH WIRE; HIS BALANCE-POLE DIPS AS OFTEN TO THE LEFT AS IT DOES TO THE 
RIGHT. 

In ANSWER TO QUESTIONS ABOUT THE HANDLING OF MONIES ACCRUIHO TO THE 
TREASURIES OF DIFFERENT ECHELONS IN THE PARTY STRUCTURE, I EXPLAINED THAT ' 
THE CLUBS RETAINED 10 PERCENT OF THEIR DUES, SURRENDERING THE BALANCE TO ME 
AS SECTION TREASURER. OF THIS BALANCE OUR SECTION TREASURY RETAINED 20 PER¬ 
CENT, PAYING OVER THE REMAINDER TO THE STATE TREASURER, BETTY CHAKA. 

IT WAS ESTABLISHED THAT THE HUSBAND OF BETTY, EDVARD CHAKA, WAS A MEM¬ 
BER or the National Committee of the CPUSA, that he attended the I7th 
National Convention of the CPUSA, held in New York City ourinq December, I959, 
as a delegate from the Ohio District of the CP. Though it was not mentioned 

DY EITHER MR. NiTTLE OR ME AT THE TIME, I NAVE SEEN REFERENCES TO EDWARD 
CHAKA AS HAVING THE ALIAS OF JOHN HORNER. 

The names of Ruth Lencl, Harry A. Spencer, Sally Cukk, C:rt Washington 
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(then deceased), Laura and Frcd O'Neal, Edith and Lloyd Gaines were next 

INCLUDED IN THE RECORD, AS QUESTI ONI NO CENTERED ON I DENT IfI CATI ON or CLUB 

leaders in the Cleveland area, | also aftianed that I had attended state 

CONVENTIONS OF THE OHIO CP AS A DELEGATE* 

These conventions were highly secret and one had to be passed by a 
guard at the door to gain admittance. Even tine and place of the meeting 

WAS KNOWN TO BUT A CERTAIN TRUSTED FEW. I RELATED HOW SOMETIMES I HAD STOOD 
FOR HOURS IN SNOW AND COLD WAITING TO BE PICKEO UP AND TAKEN TO A CONVENTION. 

Only the hard-core Commies were ever designated to attend such sessions. I 

WAS FURTHER ASKED AS TO THE PRESENCE AT STATE CONVENTIONS OF SUCH PEOPLE AS 

Dave and Frieda Katz, Jean and Anthony Krchmarek, Martin and Sally Chamcey, 
Pearl Levin, Regina Sokol, Sally Winters and Ethel Goodman. 

Testimony about the Onio Smith Act trials is covered in another portion 

OF THIS BOOK, AS IS THAT CONCERNED WITH THE OHIO BILL OF RIGHTS CONFERENCE. 

The same is true of testimony about political purposes of the CP, the atti¬ 
tudes of American Communists if calleo upon to fight for the U. S. A. aoainst 
the Soviet Union, and the source of orders to infiltrate various organizations 
and institutions. 

AS THE DAY OREW TO A CLOSE, IT WAS STATED BY MR. NlTTLE THAT A COUNT 
SHOVEO I HAD ALREADY IDENTIFIED OVER 100 PERSONS | HAD KNOWN AS MEMBERS OF 

the CP. Soon after, I mentioned, in answering a question relatinq to i960, 

THAT I WAS THEN TRYING TO GET OUT OF THE PARTY BECAUSE I WAS LOSING NY 
HEALTH, DUE TO THE TENSION CREATED BY MY WORK. CONGRESSMAN JOHANSEN INQUIRED 
IF THAT WAS JUST BEFORE I TERMINATED NY SERVICES AS AN UNDERCOVER AGENT FOR 
THE FBI. I SAID THAT WAS CORRECT. 

MR. NlTTLE THEN ASKED, "DID YOU FIND YOUR MISSION FOR THE FBI A VERY 


TRYING ONE?" 
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I REPLIED THAT IT HAD SEEN TUT I NO, BUT THAT IT WAS A PRIVILEGE AND AN 
HONOR. *YOU ARC A 0000 SOLDIER," 8AI0 MR. NiTTLE, 

Mr. Johansen added, *Vell, I would line to bay at this point, Mrs. Brown, 

THAT I THINK YOU BROUGHT HONOR TO THE FBI.” IT NAOE HE fEEL VERY HUMBLE; NO 
FINER COMPLIMENT COULD BE PAl0 TO A PERSON. 

Thus ended the second day. Happily I found nyself not nearly so tired 

AS AT THE FINISH OF THE FIRST OAY. AOAIN, THERE WERE REPORTERS TO INTERVIEW 
HE FOR THE PAPERS, RADIO AND TV, THIS TINE ON THE BROAD STEPS OF THE FRONT 
OF THE BUILDING. |T ALL WENT SMOOTHLY AND I WAS SOON BACK AT NY HOTEL. I 
FOLLOWED MY ROUTINE OF THE PREVIOUS EVENING-HOT BATH, OIHNER SERVED IN MY 
ROOM, READ THE PAPERS AND WATCHED MYSELF ON THE TV NEWS. And 80 TO BCD.

Mr. Nittle resumed his interrogation with questions concerning a subject 

MUCH DISCUSSED IN TESTIMONY OF THE OAY BEFORE—MARGARET WHERRY'S PARTY, GIVEN 
OSTENSIBLY FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE CHURCH OF WHICH SHE WAS A MEMBER. I TESTI¬ 
FIED THAT THERE HAD BEEN I^O TO 200 PEOPLE ATTENDING, BOTH COMMUNIST AND NON- 

Communist. With regard to people present whom I knew, I mentioned Myrtle 
Dennis, Sam Handelman, James Smid, Bertha and Milton Tenenbaum, Eugene Brudno 
and wife, Shirley and Sanford Saferstein, Jean and Anthony Krchmarek, Regina 
Sokol, Dave ako Frieda Katz, and Ethel Goodman. 

In reference to Marie Hauc's failure to win election to the Board of 
Education in Cleveland, Mr. Nittle asked me to name those present at a closed 

MEETING CALLED TO DISCUSS THIS DEFEAT. I SAID THAT THIS MEETING WAS HELD AT 
THE HOME OF DON RoTHENBCRQ, AND THAT HUGH DE LACY, MARGARET WHERRY, MYRTLE 
Dennis, Elsie Tarcai and San Handelman attended. When quizzed as to the 

TREND OF THE DISCUSSION, I REPLIED THAT HUGH DE LACY, AS CHAIRMAN OF THE 
MEETING, HAD SAID HE THOUGHT THAT MARIE KAUO DIO NOT WIN BECAUSE THE PEOPLE 
WHO HAD CAMPAIGNED FOR MARIE HAD BEEN TOO TIMID IN IDENTIFYING THEMSELVES 
AS MEMBERS OF THE CP.

KNOW THAT I AM DEEPLY GRATEFUL FOR THOSE WORDS. THEY HAVE SUSTAINEO ME IM

all the abuse I have since experienced from Communism 4 Company. They shall 

CONTINUE TO SUSTAIN ME, COME WHAT MAY. 

Samuel Handelman, then called to the stand, was also represented by 
Joseph Forer. Mr. Handelman's first few answers to Committee counsel's 
questions revealed that he was born in Glasgow, Scotland; had lived in 
Cleveland, Ohio, since approximately 19151 hao become a United States citizen; 

AND HAD PRACTICED LAV FROM 1930 ON AS A MEMBER OF THE OHIO BAR. NEXT, HC WAS 
ASKED IF HC WAS, AT THAT INSTANT, A MEMBER OF THE CP. MR. HANDELMAN REFUSED 
TO ANSWER, CITING THE FIRST AND FIFTH AMENDMENTS, 

Handelman's powers of recall evidently were insufficient to permit his 

SAYING WHETHER OR HOT HC HA(} ON 2 APRIL 19^8, VISITED THE THEN GOVERNOR OF 

Ohio, Thomas J. Herbert, in the company or Paul Shepard and Jerome land—a 

LAWYER AND SON OF YETTA LAND. HE LIKEWISE COULD NOT RECALL THAT GOVERNOR 

Herbert had asked, "Are you men Communists?" and that me and Sheparo had 
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REPLIED THAT THEY WERE NOT; WHILE LAND, ACCORDING TO A UNITED PRESS REPORT OP 

2 April 1^8 which related the interview, hesitated and then said, "I would 

RATHER BE EXCUSED PROH ANSWERING THAT QUESTION.” KANDELHAH WOULD NOT SAY, 

WHEN QUERIED, IF HE KNEW GOVERNOR HERBERT; AND SEENI HOLY COULD NOT RECALL 
THE INCIDENT, OR EVEN THAT HE HAD VISITED THE GOVERNOR*S MANSION. 

Hr. Nittle then asked Hahdelnan ip he was a nenber of the National 
Lawyers Guild. To this, Hanoelnan replied, ”1 an." It was thereupon read into 
the record that the National Lawyers Guild hao been cited as a Communist front 
by THE HCUA IN 19^4 AND 1930 , AND BY THE INTERNAL SECURITY SUBCOMMITTEE OF 
the Senate Judiciary Committee in 1956 . 

Hanoelnan admitted under further questioning that he knew Elsie and 
Violet Tarcai but refused to say, on the grounds previously stated, if me 
knew the Tarcai sisters or Thelma C. Furry, an attorney of Akron, Ohio, to 
be members of the CP. Handelman also admitted knowing Don Rothenberg but 

DECLINED TO SAY WHETHER OR NOT HE KNEW DON TO BE A MEMBER OF THE CP. He 
STATED HE COULD NOT RECALL THE MEETING AT THE ROTHENBERG NOME CALLED TO 
DISCUSS THE HAUG WOMAN'S FAILURE OF ELECTION, JUST AS HE OSTENSIBLY HAD NO 
RECOLLECTION OF ATTENDING THE CHURCH BENEFIT PARTY AT MARGARET WHERRY'S. 

Though Handelman was mentioned in the Daily Worker of 13 August 1952 
AS ONE OF "PROMINENT AMERICAN ATTORNEYS* WHO SIGNED A STATEMENT IN BEHALF 

of the ^Counsel of Greek Americans," he, upon examining a copy of the item, 
said HE DID NOT RECALL SIGNING ANY SUCH STATEMENT OR PETITION. 

When asked, "Did you, as a member of the Communist Party pursuant to 

INSTRUCTIONS BY COMMUNISTS KNOWN TO YOU, EXECUTE THIS PETITION IN ORDER TO 
INFLUENCE THE GREEK GOVERNMENT, A FRIENDLY POWERt", HANDELMAN REPLIED, "THE 
ANSWER IS NO." 

The PETITION, INCIDENTALLY, WAS ADDRESSED TO THE PREMIER OF GREECE, 
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ASKING THAT THAT OFFICIAL INTERCEDE FOR 10 GREEK NATIONALS WHO WERE UNDER 
SENTENCE OF DEATH. TlIC XOUNCIL OF GREEK AMERICANS* HAD BEEN CITED AS A 

Communist front by the United States Attorney General under Executive Order 
,io. lO^O on 15 July 1953. 

In answer to a final question as to whether or not a Communist group 

CAUCUS MEETING TO INSTRUCT CP MEMBERS,WHO WERE DELEGATES TO THE l $**9 CONVENTION 
OF THE CIO AT CLEVELAND; WAS HELD IN HIS LAW OFFICE DURING THAT CONVENTION; 
HANDELMAN AVOWED THAT HE HAD "...NO RECOLLECTION OR KNOWLEDGE OF SUCH AN 
INCIDENT." MR. NlTTLC THEN STATED THAT THERE WERE NO MORE QUESTIONS TO BE 
ASKEO OF THAT WITNESS. 

After Handelnan; the next witness; James SmiO; was accompanied by counsel 

WHO STATED WHEN ASKEO TO IDENTIFY HIMSELF; "I AM STILL JOSEPH FORER; OF 
WASHINGTON; D. C.” AND SO HE PROVEO TO BE IN REPRESENTING NOT ONLY JAMES 

Snid but also Frioa KrcitneR; Martin Ckancey; Elsie R. Tarcai and Violet J. 

TARCAI; AS THEY WERE CALLED TO TESTIFY. APPARENTLY, Kfl. FORER IS NUCH IN 
DEMAND BY PEOPLE SUBPOENAED BY THE KCUA. 

|T IS NOT CONS IOEREO ETHICAL IN THE LEGAL PROFESSION TO ADVERTISE, BUT 
SINCE Mr. FORER IS SO FREQUENTLY MENTIONED AS COUNSEL IN THE PUBLISHED REPORT 
OF THE HEARINGS, IT OOES NOT SEEM FAIR TO SLIGHT OTHER COUNSEL. SOKETHINQ 
LIKE GRANTING EQUAL RADIO AND TV TINE TO CANDIDATES IN ELECTIONS. WITH 
THAT IN NINO I WILL LIST, HERE ANO NOW, THE ATTORNEYS WHO REPRESENTED WITNESSES 
NOT ONLY DURING THE BALANCE OF THE THIRD DAY BUT ON THE FOURTH ANO FINAL DAY 
AS WELL. 

Norman Heller, volunteer attorney for the ACLU, represented Sylvia 
Strauss and Acrahan Strauss. Jack Redden was counsel for Ruth Ehmer at her 
request and that or the ACUU. Clement Theodore Cooper was counsel for Hilton 
Tenensaun through the ACLU. Jack G. Day, who stated he was an attorney in

Sokol. That was a faniliar address to me. Many is the time I vent to that 
office with Frieda Zucker Katz. When last I heard. Jack Q. Day was still 
ONE OF THC VICE-PRESIDENTS OF THE NAACP IN CLEVELAND. FINALLY, OAVID REIN, 
WHO GAVE HIS ADDRESS AS 71 I I^TH STREET, N.V., WASHINGTON, 0. C., REPRESENTED 

Eugene Bayer. This last rather surprised me because, from vhat I had heard 

STATED EARLIER, I THOUGHT EUGENE BAYER'S ATTORNEY WAS STILL JOSEPH FORER, OF 

Washington, D. C. Well, anyhow, none can say they were ignored. 

James Smid could not, by any stretch of truth or the imagination, have 

BEEN CONSIDERED A COOPERATIVE WITNESS. CERTAINLY NOT FROM THE STANDPOINT OF 

the Congressional Committee. He refused to say if he was or was not, at 

THAT INSTANT, A MEMBER OF THE CP ON THC GROUNDS THAT THC QUESTION WAS NOT 
PERTINENT TO THE HEAR I NO (!!!), ALSO ON THC BASIS OF HIS RIGHTS UNDER THC 

First Amendment and privilege under the Fifth. 

He further said, "This inquiry has no legitimate legislative program." 
Mr. Walter indicated that the witness hao probably meant to say "purpose," 
not "program.'’ Whichever was correct, it requires pretty devious thinking 
to contend that an inquiry conducted by a duly constituted committee of the 
Congress of the United States of America has no legitimate legislative 
program or purpose. Can you imagine what would happen to a Russian citizen 
WHO MADE SUCH a STATEMENT DURING A HEARING CONDUCTED UNDER THC AUTHORITY OF 
THE GOVERNMENT OF THC U. S. 5, RT 

When Hr. Nittlc said to Smid, "I state as a fact that you attended the 
June 17 and l 8 , sessions of the Ohio State Communist Party Convention 

in Cleveland, Ohio. Will you affirm or deny that statement?", witness 
refuluo to answer for the reasons stated earlier. He was then shown appli¬ 
cation No. 162666 FOR A PASSPORT TO BE ISSUED 17 JANUARY |$35, IN FAVOR OF 



James Smid, om which the stated purpose or the projected trip was to visit 
Russia and possibly to reside there. Witness again gave the same reason for 

REFUSAL TO ANSWER. 

|N RESPONSE TO OTHER QUESTIONS, ShIO SAID HE HAD BEEN BORN IN CZECHO¬ 
SLOVAKIA AND HAD BEEN NATURALIZED AS A UNITED STATES CITIZEN IN l<£2 OR 1^2^, 
BUT REFUSED TO STATE WHETHER OR NOT HE WAS A MEMBER OF THE CP AT-THE TIME OF 

naturalization. When asked if it was not a fact that he was naturalized on 
19 Septemoer 1930 , at Cleveland, Ohio, by petition No. *12073 and issuance of 
Certificate No. 3391*^6, witness replied that it was possible and that the 
date, 1922 - 192 * 1 , was "approximate." It would seem that one must hold American 
citizenship lightly, if the important oate of acquisition coulo not be recalled 

WITH EXACTITUDE GREATER THAN SIX TO EIOHT YEARS. 

Smid refused to affirm or deny that he had visiteo the U. S. S. R. He 

DID SAY THAT HE HAD NOT ATTENDED ANY SCHOOLS OF INDOCTRINATION IN COMMUNISM 

in Russia during 1935, and that he had not attended any educational insti¬ 
tution IN THAT COUNTRY. HOWEVER, HE REFUSED TO SAY WHETHER OR NOT HE HAD 
"EVER ATTENDED OR RECEIVED INSTRUCTION IN ANY COMMUNIST SCHOOL OR CENTER OF 
INSTRUCTION." HlS RESPONSE TO HIS PRESENCE AT MARGARET WHERRY'S PARTY WAS 
ALSO A REFUSAL TO ANSWER. 

Pursuing this same tactic or invoking the First and Fifth Amendments, 

Smid refused to say if he had applied for a passport to Czechoslovakia in 
June, 19^9, or that he had actually gone to that country. After one or two 
other questions, he was excused trom the stand. 

Frida Kreitner was then calleo and duly sworn. She cited the First and 
Fifth Amendments in refusing to state whether or not she* had ever useo any 

NAME OTHER THAN KREITNER SINCE HER MARRIAGE; HAD OPERATED THE "ONE WORLD 

Eookshop" at 5103 Euclid Avenue, Cleveland, where the name "Frida Smith" 


(her maiden name) appeared on the door; was at that instant a member op the 
CP; had engaged in "...activity within the NAACP with the object op influencing 
its conduct om behalp op the Communist Party"; was "...presently a salaried 
functionary op the Communist Party." She was then dismisseo. 

As Frida Kreitner left the witness stand, her eyes fastened on me with 
a look op hot hatred. So intent was her burning olare that she failed to 

WATCH HER FOOTING, AND STUMBLED. THIS OISPLAY OP CLUMSINESS EVIDENTLY 
INFURIATED HER BEYOND CONTROL. HER PACE CONTORTEO WITH RAGE AS HER LIPS 
SILENTLY FORMED THE WORDS, "YOU NlGGER BITCH.'" So APPARENT WAS IT TO THE 
OTHER SPECTATORS THAT A SHOCKED GASP ECHOEO THROUGH THE HEARING ROOM. I 
MERELY SAT THERE AND LOOKED AT HER. To DEIGN ANY NOTICE OR REPLY WOULD HAVE 
BEEN TO LOWER MYSELF TO THE LEVEL OF ONE WHO WOULD GIVE VENT TO SUCH EXPRESSION. 

Next to the stand was Martin Chanccy. To many of the questions asked, 

HE REFUSED TO MAKE ANSWER UNDER PROTECTION OF THE FIRST AND FIFTH AMENDMENTS 
OR BECAUSE OF ALLEGED INABILITY TO RECALL. AMONG HIS FEW AFFIRMATIVE REPLIES 
WERE THAT HE: WAS BORN 2 6 JULY l$ 08 , AT NEW YORK ClTY; WAS NOT BORN UNDER 
THE NAME, "MARTIN CHANCCY"; HAD RECEIVED BACHELOR OF SCIENCE AND DOCTOR OF 

Jurisprudence degrees from New York University; had been admitted to the New 
York State Bar, but did not practice law. 

Questions which elicited no information are par more numerous, and I

resided in Cleveland, Ohio, for l6 years. When asked where he had lived before 
novino to Cleveland, Strauss at first declineo to answer on orounds of the First 
and Fifth Amendments but, upon being directed to answer and after conferring 

WITN COUNSEL, HE SAID HE HAD RESIDED IN PITTSBURGH, PENNSYLVANIA. 

Upon being asked if his hesitancy in disclosing that he had lived in 
Pittsburgh was due to the fact that he had been, during that residence, a 

MEMBER OF THE NATIONALITY COMMISSION OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY OF WESTERN PENN¬ 
SYLVANIA, Strauss again balked at answering on the same grounds. 

Mr. Nittle, Committee counsel,then inquired, “If I were to state that 

THE FUNCTION OF THE NATIONALITY COMMISSION OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY HIERARCHY 
IS TO INTEREST IMMIGRANTS IN THE OBJECTIVES OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY AND TO 
CAUSE THEIR DISAFFECTION FROM THE COUNTRY OF THEIR ADOPTION, WOULD YOU AFFIRM 
OR DENY THAT?" THE WITNESS ONCE MORE DECLINED TO ANSWER. 

Mr. Nittle, shortly thereafter, said, "As a matter of fact, you were 

ASSIGNED BY THE COMMUNIST PARTY TO LEAVE THE PITTSBURGH AREA, AFTER STEVE 

Kelson's conviction in the courts of Pennsylvania for seoition, to take up 
Communist Party activities in Cleveland. Would you affirm or deny that 
assertion?" Strauss refused to answer that as well as subsequent questions 
regarding his allegeo employment as a reporter for the Morning Freiheit. or 
in the management or operation of the One World Bookshop at 201H Cast 105th 
Street, Cleveland, to which address it had moved from the former location at 
5103 Euclid Avenue, in that city. 

The Morning Freiheit . incidentally, was described for the record as 

"...A NEWSPAPER DIRECTED TOWARO IMMIGRANTS...." IT WAS ALSO BROUGHT OUT 
THAT THE HCUA HAD PREVIOUSLY LISTED THE PAPER AS A SUBVERSIVE PUBLICATION, 

AND THAT THE SUBVERSIVE ACTIVITIES CONTROL BOARD HAD FOUND THAT THE COMMUNIST 
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International "subsidized***^ founding or the CPUSA's newspaper, Freiheit ." 
Strauss oeclineo to comment on these findings and was soon cxeuseo from the

Ruth Emmer, the next witness, cave a few affirmative answers to question

As this last session opened, 
Eugene Bayer was called to the stand and sworn.' I shall be brief. While 

AFFIRMING THAT HE AND HIS WIFE WERE PROPRIETORS AND 80L{ OWNERS OF THE BAYER 

Candy & Tobacco Company, 13912 Union Street, Cleveland, Bayer maintained 
THAT THIS BUSINESS WAS NOT UTILIZED AS A FRONT FOR THE CP, NOR DID THE PARTY 
HAVE ANY DIRECTION OVER THE AFFAIRS OR OPERATION OF THE ENTERPRISE; HE 
CLAIMED THE PROTECTION OF THE CONSTITUTION AND THE BILL OF RIGHTS WHEN 
ASKED IF HE WAS THEN, OR AT OTHER TIMES, A MEMBER OF THE CP. 

Bayer similarly oeclineo to affirm or deny my testimony concerning him. 
This was true also when he was asked questions about David Katz, Don Rothem- 
berg and Martin Chancey. 

Mr. NlTTLE SAID, n l ASSERT AS A FACT THAT YOU HAVE BEEN ACTIVE WITH 
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Martin Chanccy and associated with him in Communist Party activities in the 
Cleveland, Ohio, area. Do you affirm or ocny that assertion?" This the 
witness declined to do. 

When Bayer was excused, this left but one witness to be called—Neil C. 
Wetterman, investigator with the HCUA. Testimony of Mr. Wetterman was

William Henry Cooper, who testified during that session, and the leak to the 

PRESS OF NAMES OF WITNESSES SUBPOENAED BY THE COMMITTEE. 

After Neil Wetterman's significantly revealing statements had been taken 

FOR THE RECORD, MR. DOYLE, WHO HAD PRESIDED OVER THIS FINAL SESSION, COMMENTED 
CRIEFLY WITH REGARD TO THESE LAST DISCLOSURES, AND THEN AOUOURNED THE COM¬ 
MITTEE. JUST LIKE THAT.' IT TOOK ME A WHILE TO REALIZE THAT THIS FIRST 
OFFICIAL PUBLIC RECOUNTING OF MY WORK AS AN UNDERCOVER AGENT WITHIN THE 

Communist conspiracy was at an end. There was so much yet untold, so many 



OTHERS WHO SHOULD BE SUBPOENAED, IF THE FULL STORY OF RED ACTIVITIES IN THE 

Cleveland area was to become general knowledge. 

Then I thought of all the other areas in the United States where the 

CREATURES OF THE KREMLIN WERE AT WORK; I REALIZED THAT THE COMMITTEE'S SPOT¬ 
LIGHT MUST BE SPEEDILY FOCUSED ON EACH OF THESE COMMUNITIES, IF OUR PEOPLE 
WERE TO BE ALERTED IN TIME TO AVERT A NATIONAL TAKEOVER. AT LEAST, ONCE THE 
RECORD OF THE HEARINGS WAS PUBLISHED, THE CITIZENS OF CLEVELAND WdULD HAVE 
SOME IDEA OF THE EXTENT TO WHICH THE ENEMY WAS ENTRENCHED WITHIN THEIR CITY'S 

boundaries. What use would they make of that knowledge? Would they spring 

INTO CONCRETE ACTION, OR DRIFT ALONG IN INDIVIDUAL APATHY? TIME, ALONE, 

WOULD TELL. 

AS i WAS LEAVING THE OLD HOUSE OFFICE BUILDING THAT LAST DAY, ONE OF THE 
NEWSMEN TOLD ME THAT MlLTON TENENBAUM—BIG, BURLY MlLTON TENENBAUM, WHO HAD 
SAT AND GLOWERED AT ME WHEN HE WAS ON THE STAND—HAD THREATENED ME, SAYING 
THAT I HAD TALKED UNDER THE PROTECTION OF THE HCUA, AND THAT HE DARED HE TO 
CALL HIM A COMMUNIST ON THE OUTSIDE. LET ME THINK, WHAT WAS IT THAT GENERAL 
McAULIFFE SAID AT &ASTOCNE? 

In all THAT I REVEALED IN MY TESTIMONY, I HAVE BUT ONE CAUSE FOR REGRET. 

I IDENTIFIED AS COMMUNISTS A YOUNG NEGRO COUPLE WHO, IT LATER TURNCO OUT, 

WERE ACTUALLY UNDERCOVER AGENTS FOR THE FBI — JUST AS I HAO BEEN. THAT WILL 

) 

GIVE YOU AN IDEA OF JUST HOW SECRETLY WE HAO TO WORK. EACH PERSON SO EMPLOYED 
FUNCTIONED INDEPENDENTLY AND MAINTAINED HIS OWN COVER EXCEPT, OF COURSE, FOR 
HARRIED COUPLES WORKING AS A TEAM. MANY TIMES I NAD WONDERED ABOUT VIRGINIA 

and Melvin Hardin, Jr. They seemed so very nice, so intelligent. Kelvin's 

FATHER IS A MINISTER. I WAS PUZZLED THAT THEY COULD POSSIBLY BE COMMIES. 

SORRY AS I AN THAT I EXPOSED THEM, I CANNOT HELP FEELING CLAD THAT I WAS 
CORRECT IN HY PERSONAL EVALUATION OF THEM. THEY COULD, OF COURSE, HAVE 
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MAINTAINED SILENCE ABOUT WORKING FOR THE FBI; THIS WOULD HAVE MADE THEM EVEN 
MORE VALUABLE TO THE BUREAU. BUT THEY HAVE TWO LOVELY CHILDREN WHO WOULD 
HAVE BEEN AFFECTED BY THEIR EXPOSURE AS COMMUNISTS, AND I IMAGINE THAT CON¬ 
TRIBUTED TO THEIR DECISION TO SURFACE. WELL, THOSE ARE THE BREAKS OF A 
ROUGH, TOUGH GAME. 

That gives you some idea of what it is like to testify in an HCUA 

HEARING. I AM WELL AWARE THAT READERS OF MT ACCOUNT WILL EXPERIENCE WIDELY 
VARIED REACTIONS. TRY LOOKING AT IT THIS WAY FOR A MOMENT* LET US SAY THAT 
YOU ARE AN OWNER-TENANT IN A LARGE COOPERATIVE APARTMENT BUILDING. YOUR 
FELLOW TENANTS ARE ALL NICE, PLEASANT PEOPLE. ThE MANAGER AND HIS STAFF SEEM 
TO KEEP THINGS RUNNING PRETTY SMOOTHLY. THEN, ONE DAY, YOU HAVE OCCASION TO 
VISIT YOUR STORAGE AREA IN THE BASEMEHT. To YOUR OI3HAY, YOU FIND THAT RATS 
HAVE GOT INTO THE BUILDING AND ARE WREAKING HAVOC, FURTHER EXAMINATION 
REVEALS THAT TERMITES HAVE ALSO INFESTED WOOD TRIM AND STRUCTURAL MEMBERS. 

YOU IMMEDIATELY NOTIFY THE MANAGERIAL STAFF. YOU ARE TOLD THAT IT IS 
IMPOSSIBLE FOR THE BUILDING TO HAVE EITHER RATS OR TERMITES, THAT YOU ARE 
JUST IMAGINING THINGS, THEY WILL NOT EVEN BOTHER TO LOOK. DISTURBED AT 
THIS TURN OF EVENTS, YOU ATTEMPT TO ALERT OTHER CVNERtTENANTS. MOST SAY 
THEY ARE CERTAIN THE MANAGEMENT WOULD HOT LET A THING LIKE THAT HAPPEN. 

Some ask the manager about what you have told them. He chides them for 

THEIR DOUBTS AND ASSURES THEM NO SUCH CONDITIONS EXIST. Hfi ALSO BRANDS YOU 
AS A CRACKPOT AND A TROUBLEMAKER. 

This high-handed dismissal of your well-intended efforts to protect 

YCUR HEALTH and PROPERTY AND THAT OF YOUR FELLOW TENANT-OWNERS BEWILDERS 
YOU, BUT YOU ARE DETERMINED TO DO SOMETHING ABOUT IT. YOU INFORM THE CITY 
HEALTH AUTHORITIES AND THE DEPARTMENT OF BUILDING AND SAFETY. THEY CONOUCT 
INSPECTIONS AND VERIFY THAT THE BUILDING IS INDEED RAT-INFESTED AND THAT THE 



TERM ITC8 HAVE SO WEAKENED THE STRUCTURE THAT EXTENSIVE ANO EXPENSIVE REPAIRS 
NUS7 BE HADE. BUT ARE YOU PRAISED POR YOUR PERSEVERANCE AND POSITIVE ACTION? 

No.' The nanacehent nastily refers to you as a busybody who could hot let 

WELL ENOUGH ALONE. |N THIS THEY ARE SUPPORTED BY NANY OT THE OTHER CO-OWNERS, 
BECAUSE OF THE INCONVENIENCE AND EXPENSE YOU HAVE CAUSED THEN. 

Perhaps that is hot a very apt simile; I anticipate cries of "Oversin- 

PLIFI cation!" FROM SOME QUARTERS. NEVERTHELESS, THERE IS A PARALLEL. WE 
COULD RENA IN UNAWARE OF THE RATS AND TERMITES WHICH ARE ATTACK I NO THE STRUC¬ 
TURAL FRAMEWORK OF OUR GOVERNMENT. BE I NO MADE AWARE, WE COULD TAKE A 

DO-NOTHING ATTITUDE UNTIL IT IS TOO LATE FOR ANY REMEDIAL STEPS. I PREFER

OF THEIR DUTIES, THEY EXHIBITED AN UNPARALLELED DEDICATION TO THE SECURITY OF 
OUR NATION AND ITS PEOPLE. In THE FACE OF ATTACKS FROM NANY QUARTERS, DESPITE

AGREEMENT WITH NY THINKING. HOW | WISH THAT SOME OP THE DELUDED THOUSANDS IN 
THE CP WOULO HEED THIS PLEA I MAKE ON EVERY OPPORTUNITY GIVEN ME. 

From that rostrum | also made public reply to a scurrilous attack on me 

CONTAINED IN A PAMPHLET WRITTEN BY WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, NATIONAL CONN ITTEENAN 

and New York District Chairman of the CPUSA. Patterson, husoand-'of Louise 
Patterson—whom I identified before the HCUA as one of the organizers of 
Sojourn for Truth and Justice and in whose home I had attenoed closed CP 

MEETINGS, WROTE THAT I HAD DONE A 'DISSERVICE* TO MY RACe. I STATED THAT I 
HAD BECOME AN UNDERCOVER AGENT NOT TO SPY ON NEGROES, BUT TO SPY ON COMMUNISTS 
OF ALL COLORS AND SHADES. DOES PATTERSON, A KNOWN COMMUNIST, BELIEVE HE IS 
ENTITLED TO SPECIAL FAVOR JUST BECAUSE HE IS A NEGRO? I KNOW IN NY HEART 
THAT I OIO A SERVICE FOR DECENT, LOYAL AMERICANS OF ALL HUES. NO NEGROES 
DO AS GREAT DISSERVICE TO OUR RACE AS DO THOSE WHO GO OVER TO THE SIDE OF 
THE EKEHY OF ALL HANK I NO—GODLESS, SOULLESS COMMUNISM. 

After my specqhand the question and answer period which followed, many 
people stayed on to meet and talk with ME. I TOOX THIS as an indication of 

SINCERE INTEREST AND WAS MOST GRATIFIED. TO MY DELIGHT, MELVIN F. HARDIN, JR., 
AND HIS WIFE, VIRGINIA, HAO BEEN PRESENT, AND FOR THE FIRST TIME WE COULD 
CONVERSE, EACH WITH THE KNOWLEDGE THAT THE OTHER WAS NOT A COMMUNIST. IN

OBSERVATIONS: 


The contents of the manuscript are fairly accurate 
as to names, dates and places. Much of the material consists 
of extractions from Brown's testimony before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities with observations set forth concerning 
various individuals whom she knew and who pleaded the First 
and Fifth Amendments to avoid testifying. The manuscript 
contains no statements which Appear to be of possible embarrassment 
to the Bureau nor any statements which apparently could discredit 
Brown in the event she appeared as a Government witness. At the 
present time she is not under consideration by the Department 
as a witness in any Bureau case. In the event she is considered 
as a possible witness, the contents of her manuscript, or her 
book if it is published at that time, should be brought to the 
attention of the Department. 

In view of the feud that has arisen between Brown 
and Young, the Bureau should not offer any suggested changes 
in the manuscript either to Brown or to Young. They should 
be Informed by the Los Angeles Office that the FBI appreciates 
their courtesy in providing a copy of the manuscript; however, 
no comments nor observations can be made concerning the 
contents of the manuscript.

According to the Long Beach, California, 
"Independent Press-Telegram," a daily newspaper, 
issue of 9-25-64, JULIA BROWN addressed a meeti ng 
of the Long Beach Chapter of the John Birch Society 
at Long Beacn Polytechnic High school on 9-25-b4 at 
which time she characterized the civil rights movement 
as having vast communist infiltration. She also 
stated that the civil rights fight is a fight 
against patriotic Negroes. She concluded hy stating, 

"I don*t know of any organization that has done 
better work than the John Birch Society." 

The 9-26-64 issue of the "Santa Ana Register," 
a daily newspaper published in Santa Ana, California, 
contains an article indicating that JULIA BROWN spoke 
to a meeting sponsored by the American Forum, a 
service group of the John Birch Society on 9-26-64 
at Santa Ana Valley High School. Mrs. BROWN stated 
that "Moscow Reds are placing the blame of all Negro 
ills at the door of the white man."

Bureau file discloses that^ Brown was a Communist Party (CP) 
member from December, 1947, until theSummer of 1948. She became an 
informant of the Cleveland Office in 1951 and was readmitted to the Party 
in June, 1956. She was discontinued as an informant in June, 1960, at 
her own request when she moved to Los Angeles, California. Her 
relationship with the FBI has been satisfactory. Sihce her discontinuance, 
she has been making public appearances describing her past Party activities. 
She is reportedly a member of the John Birch Society. During her 
appearances she has been attacking civil rights leaders such as Martin Luther 
King, Jr., charging that by their actions they have been aiding the 
communist movementBureau files contain no information identifiable with 
the Northern Kentucky 1 Committee on Law and Order.

Brown has been the subject of numerous inquiries in the past. 

It has been the Bureau's policy to answer inquiries concerning her by 
stating that she furnished information concerning subversive activities 
to the FBI on a confidential basis from 1951 to 1960. In view of her 
scheduled public appearances which could result in inquiries being 
directed to the Louisville and Cincinnati Offices, those offices should be 
authorized to answer any legitimate inquiries which may be received 
concerning her.

a confidential basis from 1951 to 1960. However, she was 
not an employee of this Bureau." Furthermore, no other 
comments were to be made concerning her. 




In response to an Inquiry from Special Agent In 
Charge Frank V. Hitt, Houston Office, on October 31, 1966, 

I informed him that the above-mentioned statement concerning 
Brown could be publicly made. Furthermore, I pointed out 
that no other comments should be made concerning her. 

Brown was a Communist Party member from December., 

1947, until the Summer of 1948. She became an informant 
the Cleveland Office in 1951 and was readmitted to the Party 
in June, 1956. She was discontinued as an Informant in fune, 

1960, at her own request when she moved to Los Angeles, / 

California. Her relationship with the FBI has been satis- / 

factory. Since her discontinuance, she has been makingpublic 
appearances describing her past Party activities. She if 
reportedly a member of the John Birch Society. During her 
appearances she has been attacking civil rights leaders such 
as Martin Luther King, Jr., charging that by their actions they have 
been aiding the communist movement. B/own has been the subject

I realize that you are a very busy man, and it may fU 
even be stupid of me to impose upon you in this manner, but at this 
point I am both disgusted and frightened. This has to do with a T. V. 2 - / 
program, - The Joe pyne Show - in Los Angeles on channel eleven. 

Just about a year ago a woman whose name was given as Lola Bell 
Holmes, a negro, appeared on the Joe pyne show as a guest. She < 

stated that she had joined the communist Party and had worked with the 
F. B. I. to expose the communists, and said that she had testified before 
the House committee on un American Activities against the communist 
party. She gave an address that you could write and get information on 
what she had done. I wrote and I havent gotten an answer as yet, this 
was about a year^go. Tuesday Night May 9th another negro woman by 
the name of Julijrarown. appeared on the pyne show and told the same 
story, and she was advertising a book that she is suppose to have 
written on the time she spent in the communist Party working for and with 
the F. B. I. Joe Pyne even read a paragraph from the cover of the book 
that was suppose to have been said by Mr. Philbrick, of I led three lives- 
fame, this paragraph was one of praise for Julia Brown by Mr. Philbrick. 

This is the way Jo* Pyne Introduced miss Brown, by telling the listening 
audience that HerbfPhilbrick had praised this lady and also, he said that 
on the cover of the book was a statement that miss Brown had made 
about working for the FBI that was proof of her claim. This is the thing 
that frightens me, 1 she said she was a member of the John Birch Society, 

2 she said that the civil rights movement was Infiltrated by the communists 
and was working for the communist Party, 3 she said that Rev. M. L^King 
was a willing worker for the communist Party, she said that Rev. King ^ ~ 
may not be a communist but he willingly and knowingly work for their causey~ 
had attended a communist school and had many many communist friends 
and associates.

its contents. It seem to me that if Joe pyne was going to allow this guest 
to smear Dr. King and the civil rights movement in the manner that she 
did, he should have demanded that she at least present proof of her 
charges and accusations. This is the second such woman that has 
appeared on pyne’s show with the exact same story about working for the 
FBI - joining the communist Party, Being a member of the John Birch 
Society and saying the same things about Dr. King, and the civil Rights 
movement. There is one thing more that is strange, Joe pyne has a 
radio program also, and he spends a lot of his time speaking out against 
Dr. King and his attempts to bring men together in our country. With 
tension mounting in this country and with black and white men at each 
others throats it seem to me that if Mr. Pyne was concerned about his 
country and its People, he would have more constructive type programs 
that could bring about a better relationship and understanding among 
Americans. Instead of doing this he always manage to come up with some 
sort of discussion and guest that ends up in a Racial conflict. I know that 
Mr. Pyne makes his living doing T. V. and radio programs, he is famous, 
and I would not like to deny him the right to make a living, but I live here 
and after I saw what happened in Watts in 1965 I am aware of the fact that 
it is a very sad and dangerous thing when a person who does not have 
human beings welfare at heart has access to a radio microphone and a 
TV show. When a man speak on T. V. or Radio he is speaking to many 
people, and many Kinds of Individuals, this can be very dangerous, and . 

I am afraid that the programs in southern California, especially these 
two way Radio shows are nothing but breeding places for hate. When the 
calls are slow or somewhat dull, the men on the Radio programs will 
interject a statement about Adam Clayton Powell, Dr. King or Stokely 
Carmichall or Muhammad Ali, and in a matter of minutes you can hear 
all kinds of hate being spewn for hours and hours. This probably makes 
dollars for the radio station but it only drives black and White Americans 
farther apart, and sometimes even lead to Violence and death. I know 
that people have the right to free speech and I dont Imagine anything can 
be done about the things I have mentioned but I sure would like to Know

Dear Mr. Hoover: 

I heard Mrs. Julia Brown last evening in Indianapolis speaking 
before a dominantly—John BIF6B'SSCiety audience. Her purpose was 
primarily to expose the Communist connections of Dr. Martin Luther 
King. She also defamed the work and name of Chief Justice Earl Warren 
by making him an abettor and servant of Communism. She also enthusi¬ 
astically and forcefully espoused the cause of the John Birch Society. 
She admitted that she herself was at one time unwittingly a member of 
the Communist Party and later became an undercover agent for the F.3.I. 



She never accused Dr. King of actual Communisst Party membership, 
although she did claim he had top flight people in his organization who 
were and that he had served many Communist front organizations and had 
spoken for Communist controlled conventions. Apparently Dr. King and 
Chief Justice Warren are not the least concerned or worried about her 
malicious campaigning, but it still perturbs many of the rest of us; 
especially so when she accuses the National Council of Churches and 
many other highly esteemed Institutions as providing aid and encourage¬ 
ment to Communist forces in the United States and the world.

By request, Special Agent^m^alled on Congressman 
Hammerschmidt on 3-12-68. The Congressman advised that he recently 
has received an inquiry from some constituents in Fort Smith, Arkansas, 
concerning a meeting planned for that community by the John Birch Society 
which has created considerable contr^^rsy and some unrest among the 
Negro citizenry. He stated Mrs. Julia Brown, who was identified in 
publicity releases regarding the meeting as a former "undercover 
agent" for the FBI, was scheduled to be the principal speaker at the 
meeting. He said some of the publicity indicated Mrs. Brown had stated 
that Negro leaders Whitney Young, Roy Wilkins and Martin Luther King 
were communist, and that Negroes were little more than dupes 
of the communists. 


The Congressman wanted to know if Mrs. Brown was, in 
fact, formerly connected with the FBI, and if we could furnish him any 
information concerning the validity of her accusation that Young, King 
ana Wilkins are communists. He was advised that Mrs. Brown had 
furnished the FBI information on subversive activities on a confidential 
basis for approximately nine years in the 1950's, for which she had been 
compensated. He was told that as a matter of policy regarding the confi¬ 
dential nature of information in FBI files, no comment could be made 
relative to Young, King and Wilkins. The Congressman expressed his 
appreciation and requested the infori»fd4oiV/lpe£Q^fo®ed in writing if

Racial disorders and riots 
which have plagued the nation's 
cities in recent years were not 
spontaneous, but were or¬ 
ganized by. the Communists, 
and I know this from personal 
experience," Mrs. Julia Brown 
told an overflow audience at the 
American Legion Hall here Mon¬ 
day night. 

Mrs. Brown, author, lecturer

Mrs. Brown's 
book was judged as insufficiently documented, and my 
teacher told me that she, personally, was sure that it was 
all fiction and therefore not acceptable. The fiction on 
her own list was all right because it was also on college 
reading lists. I am convinced that Mrs. Brown's book is 
not fiction. Did she inform the F.B.I. of Communist 
activities in Ohio? And did she testify for the House 
Comnittee on Un-American Activities on June 4, 5, 6, and 7 
of 1962? If so, is it possible to get a copy of the proceedings 
of the Conmittee for those days.

On February 5, 1971 at the Holiday Inn, Waterloo, I heard Mrs. Julia Brown, 
author, lecturer, outspoken critic of the so-called "civil rights" movement 
and defender of the local police, discuss the cause and cure of agitation and 
.civil turmoil. This meeting was sponsored by the Black Hawk County Support 
Your Local Police Chapter. 

Mrs. Brown served for nine years as an undercover operative for the FBI in 
the Communist Party in Cleveland, Ohio . Because she is a Negro, most of her 
reports dealt with the Communist influences within the civil rights movement. 
[Airing her years in the Communist Party, Mrs. Brown spent hours at Communist 
schools, learning of what she calls their plans to use her people'as "cannon 
fodder for the bloody race war they plan to use to take over this country."

"Mosttpeople have the idea that these tax-exempt foundations have been formed to 
build hospitals and schools and to do other charitable work. Actually the work 
that they, do in these fields has received a great deal of publicity, but much more 
of their budget goes to finance Black Power, Communists and revolutionary students.

While processing your request dated March 12, 1992, for 
records about Julia Brown, the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) located three records (items 1-3) which originated in the 
Criminal Division of the Department of Justice and referred them 
to us for our review and direct response to you. We received 
this referral on March 8, 1999. 

In light of our review and the recommendations of the FBI, 
we have determined to release all items in part. We are 
withholding the portions indicated of the items pursuant to one 
or more of the following Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
exemptions set forth in 5 LJ.S.C. 552(b): 

(2) which permits the withholding of information 
relating solely to the internal personnel 
rules and practices of an agency; 

(6) which permits the withholding of personnel 
and medical files and similar files the 
disclosure of which would constitute a 
clearly unwarranted invasion of personal
